SUCCESS ATTENDS EFFORTS OF 
VENTURA FARMERS. 


* 
They Hepe in a Few Years to Make 
ves Independent of the 


(BPECIAL CORNEBPONDENCE OF TITE TIMER! 
VENTURA, March 10.—The work of 
developing water in Ventura county is 
going on constantly these days, despite 
the fact that the recent rains have 
made the crop prospects rather rosy 
than otherwise. The farmers are work- 
ing to the end that they may be on a 
solid basis whether or no there is any 
rainfall. More has been done in the 
way of water development in the 
county the past year than ever before 
in the county’s history, and it will take 
but a few seasons of such efforts to 
make the people entirely independent 
of rains. Over in the Oxnard section 
the sugar factory people ure now pre- 
pared to offer the farmers 6,000,000 gal- 
lors of water daily, which flows in trom 
the Santa Clara River through the 
i tra. ditch. This water ‘s 
ge to beet-groweérs. All the 
country about Ganta Paula is now en- 
tirely under water from the many fu 
citehes running through that section. 
Posides the ditches, farmers are sinking, 
wells with success in every direction. 
H. F. Clarke has just completed a 320- 
foot well néar Saticoy, in which is an 
inexhaustible * of water for the 
pumping, and Mr. Clarke has installed 
a twenty-horse-power gasoline engine 
and an improved pump to get the water 
to the surface. He will de able to fri- 
gate every inch of his fine farm and 
supply some water to his neighbors be- 
sides.

He added, that “with the 
amount of money which the Canal 
Commission will have at hand, I should

The general impression prevails that 
the Isthmus of Panama is one of the 
most unsanitary places on the globe. 
This is undoubtedJy true, as conditions 
exist today. But it will be the mission 
and the duty of the American build- 
ers of the Panama Canal to change 
existing conditions on the isthmus so 
as to do away, in a large measure, 
with the unhealthfulness which has al- 
ways been a marked characteristic of 
that région. It has been said that for 
every yard of earth removed by the 
French Canal Company, in digging the 
canal, a human life was sacrificed. 
This may be somewhat of an exazgger- 
ation, yet it is a fact well known that 
the sacrifice of life was enormous, not- 
withstanding the fact that native la- 
bor was employed in large part. But 
sanitery science has made distinct 
progress since zhe beginning of work 
eon the Panama Canal by the French 
company, Many years ago. 


Surgeon J. C. Perry of the public 
health and marine hospital service of 
the government, who was recently sent 
by the President to the isthmus for 
the purpose of making a special study 
of the sanitary conditions there, sub- 
mitted an exhaustive preliminary re- 
port upon his return, several days ago, 
to Surgeoqg-General. Wyman. He de- 
clares that the present condition of 
Colon ts woefully unsanitary, and that 
it will be an immense task to bring 
about healthy conditions, but that this 
result, in his opinion, can be success- 
fully accomplished. He found the c- 
mate at the camps along the route of 
the canal to be far superior to that 
of Colon and Panama, and he thinks 
thet, with the adoption of proper 
sanitary regulations, the health of their 
occupants should remain good. Sur- 
geon Perry finds that all types of ma- 
larial fever are more prevalent in 
Colon than in Panama, but he believes 
that “both towns can be made healthy 
by the installation of a good supply of 
water, which can de had at a distance 
from each place by the construction 
of a sewage system and the destruc- 
tion of the unsanitary negro huts.” 


Our experience in Cuba has shown 
‘what can be accomplished by the in- 
telligent application of scientific sani- 
tation, even under unpromising con- 
ditions. Santiago and Havana, prior 
to the American occupation, were 
among the most unsanitary places in 
the world. They were transformed, in 
the course of a few months, into cities 
which compared favorably, from a san- 
itary point of view, with the most 
healthful cities in the world, as shown 
by the statistics of death rates. In 
the Panama isthmus, the American 
builders of the cana] will have a great 
work before them in this respect, quite 
aside from the work af building the 
canal. To a considerable extent this 
work must precede the work of actual 
construction on the great waterway. 
That it will be successful, who can 
not in the 
habit of submitting to failure when 
once they have taken it upon them- 
selves to Larry any enterprise to suc- 
cess. We have entered into an engage-

The truth is that the mystic in life 
appeals to man with a baffling per- 
sistency that influences his whole be- 
ing.

That he 
is surrounded with unseen agencies he 
is constantly forced to more than half 
believe. There is scarcely a being on 
earth who has not had some experi- 
ences which might strengthen a belief 
in the existence of the supernatural. 
Nor is such a belief opposed to any 
religious creed which has for ite canmi!- 
nal doctrine the life of the soul in a 
hereafter. In fact, a creed of that kind 
warrants belief in the existence of 
spirits as a logical sequence, 

And leaving aside the very ridicu- 


lous supposition that it is given toany 
one to foretell the future, no harm 
can befall: us in this proneness we 
have for mysticism. If a mother be- 
lleves that when her babe smiles in its 
sleep the angels are whispering to it, 
disturb her not in that belief; it ts 
beautiful, and who will say it is not 
true? If there are those who believe 
that the spirits of dead mothers watch 
over and guard their children on earth, 
your time is ill spent combatting such 
a theory. If there is a God and a 
hereafter, and that God be merciful 
and compassionate, He will not pre- 
vent the spirits of mothers from hov- 
ering about the footsteps of their 
earthly offspring. We laugh at the 
poet, living, when he says he hears 
whispers in the grag$ and voices in the 
winds, but we immortalize him in his 
grave and carry his dreams about with 
us in our secret souls. It is only 
those without ynagination, and whose 
intellects are metallized, that wholly 
ignore the mysticisms of life. 


HARTER AMENDMENTS. 

While it is not well to be tinkering 
constantly at the city’s organic law, it 
is a fact that there was considerable 
haste in the preparation and adoption 
of the present charter, and that, partly 
in consequence of this haste and partly 
because of the city’s growth, some 
present need exists for amending the 
charter. The Municipai League having 
moved in the matter of having a Char- 
ter Revision Committee appointed, it is 
probable that such action will be taken 
later on, and that the desired amend- 
ments will be submitted to vote of the 
people. 

Undoubtedly, the most important of 
the suggested amendments is that re- 
lating to the creation of a Board of 
Public Works as an independent 
branch of the municipal government. 
The present practice, by which the 
work of such a department is performed 
by a committee of the City Council, 
might work very well if Los Angeles 
were still a city of four or five thousand 
populaticn, with only a few thousands 
of dollars to devote each year to public 
improvements. Its results are far from 
satisfactory in a rapidly growing and 
progressive city such as the Los An- 
geles of today, in which upward of $1,- 
500,000 is expended annually in public. 
improvements. The supervision of this 
large expenditure, much of it being m 
comparatively small amounts, calls for 
a large amount of careful and consci- 
entious work, such as members of the 
Council cannot bestow, in the very na- 
ture of things. As a matter of munic- 
wal economy. pure and simple, if there 
were no other consideration, it would 
doubtless be a paying investment for 
the eity to create an independent Board 
of Public Works, composed of men 
thoroughly qualified to perform the 
duties of their positions, and receiving 
salaries sufficient to give them adequate 
compensation for the work performed. 
Three men might be sufficient for this 
board: five certainly would be sufficient 
to attend to the pubiic works business 
of the municipality for all time to come. 

Opinions will differ as to whether 
members of the Board of Public Works 
should be appointed by the Mayor or 
should be elected. The tendency in the 
betterment of municipal government is 
to make such boards appointive, so far 
as possible, thus concentrating both 
power and responsibility in the Mayor, 
who is himself held to strict account- 
ability by the people who elect him. 
Inasmuch as the Street Superintendent 
and the City Engineer would be prinei- 
pally under the direction of the Board 
of Public Works, the propriety of mak- 
ing those officers appointees of the 
board would seem to be apparent, as 
they should of course_be at all times 
in harmony with the board. 


An amendment to the charter pro- 
viding for the election of Councilmen 
by voters of the city at large, instead of 
by wards, if submitted to popular vote, 
would probably carry by a good ma- 
jority. The merits of this system were 
freely pointed out in The Times while 
the present charter was under discus- 


| sion, but the plan to embody it in the 


charter was defeated through the ef- 
forts of interested persons. There is 
not much doubt that the people of the 
city at large would give it their in- 
dorsement if they were afforded a fair 
opportunity to do so at the polis, for it 
would unquestionably prove to be a 
vast improvement over the present sys- 
tem of electing Councilmen by wards. 
Counciimeén elected by voters of the city 
at large would represent the city at 
large, in the municipal legislature, in- 
stead of representing merely one of the 
wards of the city, often to the detri- 
ment of general interests. They would 
be more independent, being answerable 
to a larger constituency and not so 
closely hampered by the petty con- 
siderations of locality. At the same 
time, there would be no yalid reason 
why Councilmen elected by voters of 
the city at large, one from 
each ward, should not adequately 
represent each his own ward in 
the municipal legislature. Buch 
ward representation need not in the 
least be antagonistic to the proper and 
faithful representation of the general 
interests of the city. But the city’s in- 
terests would not be, and of course they 
should not be, made subordinate t the 
smaller interests of the several wards. 

If a Charter Revision Committee 
should be appointed, as seems prob- 
able, ft should begin its work, and fin- 
ish it, with the firm determination not 
to take up too many subjects. The 
number of amendments submitted to 
the people should be no greater than 
would seem to be absolutely necessary 
and important. There is always a ten- 
dency, in matters of this kind, to crowd 
in too much. If too many amendments 
were submitted at one time, the result 
would be confusion in the public mind, 
and the fate of the more important 
amendments might be jeopardized. The 
amendments submitted should be well 


digested, and the advantages of their | 
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adoption should be made so apparent 
that the intelligent voter would have 
no difficulty in recognizing and ap- 
preciating them. 

Our present charter is far from being 
a perfect or, satisfactory instrument. 
But it can be made much more satis- 
factory by intelligent amendment, 
while it could be made much worse by 
inconsiderate and bungling tinkering. 
Let the work of amendment, when un- 
dertaken, be conducted with delibera- 
tion, and with the single, clear purpose 
of bettering our system of municipal 
government. Work so performed would 
be certain to receive the stamp of pub- 
lie approval.

TOO EASILY DISCOURAGED BY 
SITUATION.

“The orange trust—the California 
Fruit Agency-Citrus Union—will go on 
the rocks this year,” said a prominent 
orange grower of Orange county yes- 
terday. “It has absorbed independent 
buyers, until there is no competitive 
bidding for the crop on the trees, a5 
there used to be, which is resulting 
most disastrous!y for the growers. 1 
promised the association the handling 
of only half ot my crop this season, and 
have since withheld even that. A few 
of the growers in Orange county who 
shipped independently realized 40 cents 
net r box, while those whose crop 
has n handled by the association, 
when they have not received bills for 
freight in excess of what their oranges 
sold for, have received from 10 to 18 


pulling out of the 
found out that they can do no worse, 
and perhaps better, to ship for them- 
selves; and it is pretty generally con- 
ceded that the best shift is to grub out 
the orange trees and plant wainuts in 
thelr stead.” 

A canvass of Los Angeles county 
shows a dissatisfaction among orange 
growers concerning the niarketing of 
this season's crop, equal to that re- 
ported from Orange county, where, in 
the Placentia, Tustin and other districts 
it is reported that orange trees are 
ing grubbed out in tracts ranging from 
ten to twenty acres. Included in this 
uprooting are some of the oldest or- 
chards in the county. , 

With reference to this vicinity, the 
following report received by The Times 
from the Glendale @istrict gives an idea 
of the plight the growérs consider 
themselves in: . 

Prominent growers here say that the 
orange industry is in a very chaotic 
condition, due in a measure to the as- 
sociation’s attempting to force all 
growers into their combination, and, to 
a greater degree, by the exorbitant 
cha of the railroads for t 
tion that is too slow, and for poor re- 
frigerators. 

Jesse Lucens says he has shipped his 
crops independently, and has received 
40 cents per box net, while his neighbor, 
George Benson, shipped two carloads 
through the association, and did not re- 
ceive a cent. One grower received a 
bill for freight of $18 per car in excess 
of what the fruit sold for. Mr. Lu- 
cens says he paid $400 per car for 
freight to New York, that he considers 
the ici charges outrageous, and that, 
unless t railroads do better, the or- 
ange industry is in great danger. 

Mr. Fanset, a prominent grower, says 
that he believes that since this is an 
age of combination, he is satisfied that 
in that alone is salvation for the orange 
grower. He says he would be willing 
to loose this season's crop, if by so do- 
ing, he could be instrumental in fore- 
ing all to combine.

WATER TOWER. 


LATEST ENTERPRISE OF CITY 
FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


— o--— 


Actual Construction Will Begin To- 
morrow—Will Throw a Stream 
Several Hundred Feet Into the Air. 
Chief Strohm Rejoices in Well 
equipped Machine Shop. 


Tomorrow the fire department be- 
gins the actual construction of a much- 
needed water tower. This piece of fire 
apparatus will mark another metropol- 
tan stride by Los Angeles. When land 
in the business section of the city be- 
came so valuable that bulldings were 
sent,-skyward ten and twelve stories, 
a water tower became a necessity. Bal- 
timore’s costly experience has shown 
that fireproof buildings will not with- 
stand a big fire, and today there is 
no apparatus in the local department 
fitted to deal effectively with fires in 
tall buildings. 

Capt. H. H. Gorter, designer and 
builder of water towers, returned from 
San Francisco yesterday with the cast- 
dings for the big machine. Gorter has 
constructed three towers for the San 
Francisco department, and he has se- 
cured sufficient leave of absence from 
‘his home department to superintend 
the construction of one for this city. 
Fire Chief Strohm and members of the 
Fire Commission who have seen the 
Water towers in operation say that 
‘they have remarkable fire-fighting 
power. 

The machine designed for this de- 

rtment will throw a stream nearly 
feet in the air, or to the top of a 
twenty-five-story building, when work- 
‘ing under maximum pressure. The 
tower itself can be extended to sixty- 
‘five feet above the street. At the top 
is a 2-inch nozzle through which twelve 
hundred galions of water a minute can 
be thrown on a fire. From the top of 
‘the tower a stream. can be thrown 250 
feet in a horizontal direction. The 
tower will weigh less than 10,000 
pounds complete, and Capt. Gorter has

in position for a run to the fire the 
tower extends back over the frame of 
the truck, and at the highest point is 
about eleven feet above the street. As 
soon as eighty pounds of steam can be 
applied, the water motor can be start- 
ed, and in forty seconds the 
tower can be raised from a horizontal 
to a vertikal 
is forty feet ng, 
twenty-five feet long. They work on 
the telescopic principie, and by means 
of the water motor the tower can be 
raised or lowered to any desired height 
without stopping the stream of water 
that is playing on the fire. The main 
mast, through which the water 
forced to the nozzle, is 4% inches 
internal diameter. 

‘Through the courtesy of the San 
Francisco Fire Department 
terns for the mastings were t 
the city for use, however, only in the 
Bay City. A considerable sum of 
money was saved by securing these 
patterns. Capt. Gorter expects that it 
will take at least five months to com- 
plete the big machine. 

Fire Commissioner Yates is deserv- 
ing of much credit for his efforts in 
expediting the construction of the wa- 
ter tower. He has appeared before the 
Council on several occasions and not 
only assisted in obtaining the neces- 
Sary appropriation, but was instru- 
mental in securing for the Fire De- 
partment machinery to fit up the de- 
partment shop on Aliso street. Com- 
missioner Kuhrts, who has been in the 
department since the béginning, has 
also been an ardent advocate of the 
tower and the department shop, and 
Chief Strohm has worked hard to fit 
up a Fire Department repair s that 
would be second to none in a city of 
the size of Los Angeles. The Chief 
Prides himself on the fact that there 
is now in the shop on Aliso street some 
of the finest machinery for the re- 
pair of fire engines ever manufactured. 

Yesterday was the twenty-eighth 
anniversary of Chief Strohm's arri- 
val in Los Angeles, and of his entry 
into the fire department, the two 
events in the Chiefs life having ta- 
ken place on the same day.

MASTERSON WANTS TO RETURN. 

Sheriff White left over the Santa Fé 
last evening en route to New York City, 
where he will receive E. F. Masterson, 
extradited from Germany for being 
concerned in the extensive frauds per- 
petrated upon the Continental Building 
and Loan Association of San Francisco.

County Assessor Ben E. Ward ex- 
plained the identification marks yes- 
terday. 

The genuine deputies carry the fol- 
lowing books which cannot possibly 
get into the possession of the thief; 
ask to see’ em: A military enrollment 
book, a poll-tax receipt k. and a 
personal-property receipt book. No 
badges will be issued in the county, as 
Mr. Ward believes a badge eould. be 
faked easily enough. 

The Assessor gays that many foxy 
persons have shut the door on the real 
Assessor pretending to believe him 
the thief, thinking thus to get out of 
their assessment. 

As a matter of fact it would be 
cheaper to let the thief m. In cases 
where a personal inspection is denied, 
the Assessor has the right to make an 
arbitrary assessment, 

This year, by the way, it will do no 
good to perjure one's self on the 
amount of personal property owned. 
All statements made by the taxpayer 
at the counter will be verified by the 
field deputy.

| had been written in the records of the 


Navy Department. 

The Massachusetts, a battleship of 
the first class, wrote the first page in 
the chapter of accidents, and then she 
filled several more. Her first trouble 
was a little more than a year ago, 
when, January 16, 1903, one of her star- 
board eight-inch guns exploded prema- 
turely, killing six and wounding three 
of the gun crew. The horror was deep- 
ened by the accident occuring within 
the turret, which cooped the gun crew 
in beyond chance of escape. 

In June, the Massachusetts rammed 
the schooner Martha T. Thomas with- 
in thirty. miles from Boston. Two 
months later the battleship struck « 
dry ledge off Bar Harbor, while taking 
part in the New England naval ma- 
neuvers. This punched a hole in her, 
but the water-tight compartments aid 
their work and the fighting machine 
escaped to the dry dock. Twelve days 
after this accident, the Olympia, the 
flagship of Admiral Dewey in the bat- 
tle of Manila, struck on Star Ledge, 
near the forts off Casco Bay, off the 
Maine coast. Her bottom was buckled 
all out of shape and she limped into 
dry dock for repairs, whereupon a 
tank of gasoline exploded on board 
her, killing one man, hurting four oth- 
ers badly and doing much damage to 
the ship. 

Meanwhile the Iowa had met a hoo- 
doo. It was target practice with her, 
too, and the ordnance officers of the 
navy have been explaining ever since. 
One of the big twelve-inch guns in 
the lowa’s forward turret burst, sup- 
posediy from the premature explosion 
of a shell. Three men were killed and 
two wounded, while fragments of the 
gun tore up the deck and did great 
damage. This was April 9.. Patched up 
a bit, the Iowa went back to sea for 
the completion of her target practice, 
and a steam pipe burst.

signee against his own inclination, but 
because of his friendship for Sully and 
Morse.

Sully, apparently, was no more down- 
cast than he was exultant not long 
ago when the current report was that 
he had made several millions through 
the umprecedentedly high prices for cot- 
ton. He would not discuss the inti- 
mations that there might have been 
treachery at some point among his 
friends, nor would he indicate how 
soon he expected to resume tions. 
The members of the Cotton Exchange 
who had contracts with Daniel J, Sully 
& Co. held a meeting after the close 
of business in the governing-room of 
the exchange to discuss the situation. 
They were creditors of the suspended 
firm and many of them did not know 
whether they would be insolvent on 
the following day or not, in case the 
failure was a bad one. 
It was decided to appoint a committee 
of the leading brokers, of which John 
McFadden was the chairman. They 
visited the office of Sully & Co. and 
made a formal inquiry as to the amount 
of cotton contracts which the firm had 
outstanding. No information was ob- 
tainable, and after a protracted discus- 
sion the meeting was dissolved without 
any conclusion being reached. One of 
those present said, afterwards: 
“We counted noses and that's about 
all we did. We gathered the informa- 
tion, however, that Sully does not hold 
300,000 bales of cotton. The amount is 
far less than that, I am glad to say, 
and after a careful compilation it was 
the opinion of all present at the meet- 
ing that a safe estimate of his hold- 
ings would be about 225,000 Lales.”

How San Francisco Unionism Crushes Honest Laborer 


APPEAL TO COURTS. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AN FRANCISCO, March 18.—The 
ways of unionism in San Fran- 
cisco are well illustrated by a 


‘| Complaint which was filed last Tues- 


day in a suit against the Oyster Work- 
ers’ Union by Frank B. Whiteman, for 
$5000 damages for forcing his em- 
ployers to discharge him, and subse- 


quently preventing him from securing 


work at his trade. 

The complaint says: “The pre- 
tended purpose of the union is the 
advancement of the general interests 
of its members in their employment 
as oyster workers, and their mutual 
protection therein.“ 

Whiteman alleges that he is an 
oyster worker, and since the year 1902, 
and up to March 9, 1904, followed his 
occupation in San Francisco, and dur- 
ing all that time he was harassed 
and annoyed and his occupation inter- 
sci with by said union and its mem- 

rs. 
was made on him by said union that 
he become a member thereof, it being 
represented to him by the union that 
unless he complied with the demands 
the union would not only demand and 
obtain his discharge from his em- 
ployer, but that physical force and 
violence would be resorted to by the 
union against him for the purpose of 
incapacitating him and preventing 
him from following his occupation. 
Acting under fear he complied with 
the demands and became a member of 
the union. He is unusually expert 
and his services have always been in 
demand at the highest wages paid for 
that kind of labor. 

Subsequent to the time plaintiff- be- 
came a member, and for only a pe- 
riod of about three months, his occu- 
pation was not interfered with by the 
union or its members, but at that 
time it was represented to him that 
he was working against the interests 
of the members of the union. 

WORKED TOO HARD. 

He was told that he was working 
too rapidly and performing more 
work than the other members 
of the union could or would do, who 
were not 80 efficient, capable or en- 
ergetic as the plaintiff, and that if he 
did not desist from such rapid work 
the union would compel him to re- 
linquish his membership in the union, 
and thereby cause him to lose his lu- 
crative employment. Plaintiff, be- 
leving that he had the right to give 
to his employers his best endeavor, 
refused to accede to the demand of the 
union and ite members; whereupon 
they, by threats of physical injury and 
by otherwise h‘ndering and impeding 
plaintif? in his occupation, compelled 
him, for his own protection and 
safety, to give up his membership. in 
the union. Subsequent to the time he 
gave up his membership he was forced 
by threats of serious cal injury 
to give up his employment in San 
Francisco, and go elsewhere. 

Whiteman said he returned to San 
Francisco January 30, of this year, but 
was unable to secure permanent em- 
ployment because the union threatened 
serious bodily injury, and notified 
him that anyone who employed him 
would be ed. In February, 
realizing that In order to obtain work 
he would have to become a member 
of the union, he applied for member- 
ship, but the union refused to permit 
him to become a member and an- 
nounced that he would either ave to 
leave town or starve. 

He secured employment with an 
oyster company, but on March 9 the 
union notified his employer that he 
would have to d Whiteman, or 
his business would be boycotted. The 
result was that Whiteman was dis- 
missed, and has not been able to ob- 
tain employment anywhere else, not- 
withstanding the fact that all his old 
employers say that they would be glad 


he is not familiar with other trades 
he is not able to obtain a livelihood. 


He asks that the court give him dam- 


ages for what he has suffered and en- 
join the union from further interfer- 
ence with his work. 
UNIONISM AND CRIME. 

Never before in the history of San 
Francisco has there been such com- 
plete domination of labor unions, and 
never before has there been such an 
appalling disregard for property 
rights; and all evidence points to 
labor-unionism as the cause for the 
present disregard for law here. The 
cause is direct. One case in point is 
shown in the police records of the 
past week, and while the local papers 
carefully avoid telling the story in all 
its terrible significance, it came out 
in Police Court. The following item 
taken from a local paper gives the 
fullest details that are to be found in 
any of the city papers: 
“A fellow giving the name of Wil- 
liam Holstein, last night asked Mrs. 
Weiserling, of 1210 Fulton street, 
for food. Because she said her cup- 
board was bare and closed the kitchen 
door, the beggar poked his fist through 
a window, cutting his wrist on the 
broken glass. After having his 
wounds dressed at the Park Emer- 
gency Hospital he was taken to the 
city prison and charged with malicious 
mischief.” 
Four months ago William Holstein 
came. to San Francisco from Mu- 
waukee. He is a competent stationary 
engineer. He had saved up a few do- 
lars, and believed that he could come 
to this State and get work before his 
capital was exhausted. Holstein had 
never affliated with trades unionza. 
Conseouently, when he came here al! 
unions were warned against him. 
Holstein got a job within a week, 
but it lasted only one day. His em- 
ployer was satisfied with him but the 
Engineers’ Union was not, and rather 
than undergo a boycott the employer 
discharged his new man. Again and 
again did Holstein get work, but each 
time his nemesis appeared and he 
went on the street. His small capital 
gradually dwindled, until it became a’ 
case of necessity for Holstein to find 


work. 
ALL DOORS BARRED.

kind of work, but found every avenue 
barred by labor unions. He could not 
even get a job as a day laborer with- 
out having a walking delegate appear 
and notify the employer to dismiss 
the man under penalty of a boycott. 
Holstein tried the docks for a job as 
sweeper, coal shoveler, or any honest 
labor, but everywhere the 
unionism followed him. 2 
Holstein is not a criminal, either 
by instinct or fhelination. He grad- 
ually became forced to beg for food 
from door to door, while he vainly 


searched. for some means of 
livelihood. But; even this pre- 
carious living” failed him, and 


then he determined to break into 
jail, where he could at least receive 
food and shelter. He took the step 
recorded in the clipping heretofore 
mentioned, and will probably be sent 
to the county jail. He did the least 
“crime” he could do and remain an 
honest man, and today is suffering 
not for his own crime—for the 
crimes of labor-unionism. 

The union leaders say that as it was 
with him so it shall be with all who 
dare to antagonize labor unions. 
Hundreds of men have been told this: 
“Get out of town or we will starve 
you to death.” 

CRIME IS RAMPANT. 

The result of this is that the reign 
of the thug, the burglar, the murderer 
and the footpad has become so noto- 
rious that one local newspaper has felt 
compelled to call the attention of the 
people to the good work done by the 
vigilance committee fifty years ago. 
It strongly suggests the advisibality 
of a revival of that body, and says 
it would be of marked advantage to 
San -Francisco at the present time. 

Citizens are held up and robbed: 
business men are despoiled of their 
money at the entrance of the most 
public marts of the city; murder and 
murderous assault are of daily occur- 
rence. 

That this carnival of crime has been 
invited by the present municipal ad- 
ministration there is not the slightest 
doubt. During the last city canvass 
the managers of Ruef and Schmitz 
went abroad among the labor-union- 
ists and gave every promise that their 
interests should je protected at all 
hazards and that San Francisco should 
be a “wide-open town.” San Fran- 
cisco became the Mecca for thieves and 
blacklegs. The result of the election 
had scarcely been announced when an 
unnaturalized anarchist tried to 
wreck a restaurant because a non- 
union man was eating therein. The 
fellow was clubbed into quietness by 
a policeman, placed under arrest, tried 
in Police Court and convicted .of dis- 
turbing the peace. 

The arresting officer was promptly 
placed on trial by the subservient Po- 
lice Commissioners, was found gullty 
of something or other and was fined 
$50 for doing his plain duty. Mayor 
Schmitz, the labor Mayor, took a seat 
with the Police Commission and per- 


the officer. This action by the Mayor 
was taken by the police as official no- 
tice that union men were to be per- 
mitted to commit crimes without mo- 
lestation. 


UNION CRIMINALS PROTECTED. 
The police are in a state of abso- 


if they interfere with criminals who 
happen to have a union card, or who

ive in the city, are flocking back and 
flaunting their crimes openly without 
fear of molestation. Gambling is 
running in all parts of the city. 
Chinatown is “wide open.” The po- 
lice say they can find no games run- 
ning, yet any stranger can go into 
Chinatown at any time and walk di- 
rectly into gambling rooms. At the 
Hall of Justice a story is retailed sub 
rosa concerning one of the new 
pointees on the Police Commission. 
He was showing a friend through 
Chinatown recently and as they were 
passing a building he heard an unusu- 
al chattering on the inside. The two 
stepped inside to see what was going 
on and found a room full of fan-tan 
players, with several games in full 
blast. Notwithstanding the fact that 
the man was a sworn Police Commis- 
sioner, and the further fact that the 
daily reports of the police were to the 
effect that no gambling could be found 
in Chinatown, this commissioner took

CORONER LELAND ASSAULTED. 

One of the most striking evidences 
of the fear injected into the hearts 
of city officials came out last week 
when Coroner Leland was the victim 
of a most brutal attack by a union 
gripman on the Haight-street line. 
Leland was sitting on the front end 
of a car when the conductor came 
to him and asked him where he had 
boarded the car. Leland replied that 
it was the conductor’s business to 
know. An argument arose, mixed 
with much personal abuse from the 
conductor, and finally Leland said 
that he had boarded the car at the 
ferry. The conductor bluntly told the 
doctor that he lied. 

Leland started to get up when the 
Sripman left his post and said: 

“You are evidently looking for 
trouble,” and with that struck the 
doctor and knocked him off the car. 
Leland returned to the car and showed 
his badge. Exercising his authority 
he placed the gripman under arrest 
and took him to the park station, 
where he was booked for malicious as- 
Sault. 

Next morning when the gripman 
appeared before the Police Judge, the 
matter was hushed up and the case 
continued, at the request of the pros- 
ecution, for one week. Dr. Leland 
knows the power of the labor vote, 
or thinks he does, and feared that if 
he prosecuted the union gripman he 
would suffer for it the next time he 
comes up for office. As Leland is a 
peicnnia! candidate, he knows that 
the best thing he can do is to suffer 
the bruises on his head in silence and 
not incur the ill will of the Carmen's 
Union. It is a safe bet that the grip- 
man will never be prosecuted and 
that when the case next comes before 
the Police Judge it will be dismissed 
for want of prosecution. 

Leland's case is not an isolated one 
by any means. There are hundreds of 
similar instances which occur con- 
stantly, but which never get into the 
papers. In nine instances out of ten 
there are no arrests. 


THUGS CARRY UNION CARDS.

A floating theater, designed to supply 
the towns along the Ohio, Illinois and 
Mississippi rivers with dramatic en- 
tertainments, has recently been con- 
structed and is about to start on its

On the 
steamer, which tows the floating 
theater, besides the boilers and en- 
gines, there is a complete electric 
light plant, besides a kitchen and 
dining-room.

the long water route of the floating 


theater carries it into the warmer 
portions of the South the season for 
the show does not close until late in 
the southern winter. The entire route 
The boat starts 
at Pittsburgh and visits the towns of 
the coal miners and steel workers along 
the Monongahela River. Next it re- 
turns and goes down the Ohio to the 
Kanawaha, thence to Cairo, and later 
up the Illinois River to La Salle. Then, 
after going back to the Mississippi, 
the boat slowly makes its way in the 
direction of New Orleans. The idea 
of a floating theater is not exactly 
new, but the extensive scale upon 
which it is being conducted and the 
fact that it is the drama instead of 
the vaudeville programme that is be- 
ing presented, attracts unusual atten- 
tion. Faust is the production which 
has been presented this season. Along 
the route of the floating theater the 
towns are often but ten or fifteen miles 
apart. Therefore the jumps of the 
boat and its company are not long 
ones. On the upper deck of the 
steamer is a calliope. Long before 
the theater reaches the town in which 
it is to show, the sounds of this in- 
strument may be heard. The idle pop- 
ulation of the river towns at once be- 
gins to assemble on the wharf. As 
the steamer comes within a few hun- 
dred feet of the dock the calliope is 
silenced and a brass band strikes up 
a familiar air. The crowd on the 


wharf then grows larger. Many are, 


there awaiting the first opportunity to 
secure reserved seats. When the boat 
touches the wharf the sailors, some 
of whom are later transformed into 
actors, make the vessel fast and put 
the gangplank in place. The scenery 
is arranged and the orchestra re- 
hearses while the cook is preparing 
the next meal in the kitchen. The 
people come aboard and select their 
seats, instead of doing so from a dia- 
gram on shore. At night the theater 
is brilliantly Hghted by electricity, and 
a searchlight flashes—[S. F. Re- 
view.

Cardinal Gibbons and Other Ameri- 
can Clergymen Have Sent Letters 
to treland Contributing to the 
Drastic Measures Taken by the 
Irish Anti-Emigration Society. 


(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, March 2.—With the ap- 
proach of spring. the society that has 
charged iscif with the responsibility 
of discouraging Irish emigration will 
enter on a new phase of ifs operations, 
and it means to employ drastic meas- 
ures to accomplish its ends. As oon 
as the necessary photographs and 
other illustrations are received from the 
United States a lantern lecturer will be 
sem through the districts suffering 
most from the emigration fever, show- 
ing the surroundings of unskilled labor 
in America, and pointing out the hard- 
ships which intending enrigrants may 
have to encounter in their efforts to 
rake a living in a strange land. 

This method has been decided upon 
after lengthy correspondence with th: 
Commissioner General of Immigration 
as well as the commissioners of immi- 


and the Bureau of Immigration 
Washington. The committee of the 
society are hopeful that the Bureau of 
Immigration at Washington will con- 
sicGer certain amendments which they 
have suggested with regard to the 
compiling of the Irish portion of the 
American cmigration returns, 

The committee are hard at work or- 
genizing a conference which it is pro- 
poeeed to hold at St. Louis in July or 
August. It is expected to be one of 
the most representative bodies that has 
ever met to discuss the subject of emi- 
gration as far as it relates to Ireland. 
The society, in order to strengthen 
their agitation, has obtained expres- 
sions of opinion from the following au- 
thorities on the subject. These will b= 
printed, and it is proposed to circulate 
them at markets, fairs, ard church 
dcors throughout lIrelend. The cam- 
}eign will commence about the middle 
of the present month, this being the 
time when the emigration fever com- 
mences to get hold of the young people. 

Cardinal Gibbons writes: “I know 
under what circumstances people live 
in America. My arivice to the young 
ten and women of Ireland is to en- 
vor to find a livelihood in their own 
land. treland is blessed with a de- 
lightful climate where the great ex- 
tremes of heat and cold are unknown; 
whereas in the United States these ex- 
tremes were very serious drawbacks. 
Any man or woman who could eke out 
a Mvelmood at home should take my 
advice and stay there instead of eini- 
grating to America to enter on the 
keen struggle for existence under try- 
ing circumstances that are in progress

John Redmond, M. P., says: “I have 
seen the Irish laborer in the great steel 
works. I have seen him working like a 
white slave stripped almost naked in 
the furnace -working ten and twelve 
hours a day and sometimes sixteen 
hours for a dollar and a half, which in 
America is a wretched and miserable 
wage. These men work under condi- 
tions which make the duration of their 
capacity to work for any man ten 
years and then they are thrown aside. 
They scarcely lead the lives of human 
beings at all; they have no happiness, 
no recreation, no health, no home Ute, 
and too often, as an inevitable conse- 
quence, no religion. I say that the 
poorest man in Kerry- is better off in 
Ireland than these men in America. We 
must put a stop to our people being 
deluded and seduced into leaving Ire- 
land to find only in America conditions 
infinitely worse morally, phystcally and 
materially than the poorest m Ireland. 
When it % remembered that a dollar 
in America will not buy more than 25 
cents will buy in Ireland you should 
think whether a dollar and a half is 
worth a day of such slavery.”

Government Will Not Re- 
move Duty on Wheat. 


Street Car System to be 
Much Improved. 


(SPECIAL CURRESIPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.1 
MEXICO, March 14.—H. P. Gregory 
of California and Oregon, a member 
of the California and Oregon Stock 
Raising Company, has just been 
through the State of Jalisco, where he 
has secured an option on a hacienda 
which has an area of 70,009 acres. He 
Says the climate is mild, the land 
rolling, the grass of a good quality, 
and many fine streams water the 
whole area. Upon his return to Cali- 
fornia the property will be revisited 
by another member of the company, 
who wishes to examine it during the 
rainy season, which commences in 
June. A third member of the com- 
pany will visit the property in Decem- 
ber, and probably wy that time the 
option will be taken up by the full 
purchase of the property. Stock rais- 
ing is to be a very remunerative un- 
dertaking in Mexico. The Mexican 
Consul at Havana, in an interesting 
report to the government concerning 
exportation of live stock from Mexico 
to Cuba, recommends that the stock 
should come from the warmer regions 
of the republic, and the lands upon 
which Mr. Gregory has an option are 
included in those regions. There is 
a great demand there for Mexican 
cattle, more even than for horses and 
mules. 
SONORA FRUIT IN DEMAND. 
The Mexican Consul at Tucson has 
| informed the Department of Encour- 
agement, through the Foreign Office, 
that there is great demand in the 
United States for Sonora fruit, espe- 
cially oranges and watermelons. The 
Sonora packers, however, do nat take 
care when they ship their fruit, and 
the oranges are sent loose and all the 
sizes mixed. The Consul adds that if 
the fruit were sent wrapped in paper 
it would bring just as high a price as 
the best fruit which reaches Arizona 
and would rival the California yield. 
DUTY ON WHEAT WILL STAY. 
It is not to be expected that the 
government will remove the duty from 
wheat this year. It is not velieved by 
the authorities that the wheat grow- 


tion to raise the price of the staple, 
and it is furthermore asserted that 
the wheat supply of the republic will 
be amply sufficient to meet the de- 
mands of the country. That the de- 
cree removing the duty of 5 cents per 
kilogram on imported wheat nas not. 
been issued, or that it has not been 
greatly reduced is taken as a sign 
that the government did not believe 
that the combination among the ha- 
tiendados existed, and that such step 
was therefore unnecessary. During 
recent years three times the govern- 
ment has removed the duty altogether 
from wheat for several months at a 
time in order to break a corner which 
was formed on Mexican wheat, and if 
the government anticipated any trou- 
ble from speculators injuring the pub- 
lic it would do so in this case, but the 
removal of the tariff from wheat at 
the present time would not benefit the 
Mexican consumer, owing to tae much 
higher price of American wheat. The 
present price of Mexican wheat per 
carga (300 pounds,) is about $13.50, 
while a carga of American wheat in 
Chicago is worth $17.50. Last year 
Mexico imported about 2000 carloads 
in the United States, or about 2,000, 0 
bushels. 


RAILROAD MATTERS. 

W. W. Wheatley of New York, for- 
merly superintendent of the surface 
system of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company, and more recently general 
manager of the railway department 
of the Public Surface Corporation of 
New Jersey, has been appointed gen- 
eral manager of the District Railway 
Company of this ciy, succeeding 
Charles Clegg, who has served in that 
capacity for the last four years. His 
salary will be $15,000 gold per year. 
Mr. Wheatley, a thorough street-car 
man, proposes to bring to the Mexican 
system some American ideas which 
will be greatly appreciated by the pub- 
lic. 

A. E. Stillwell, president of the 
Kansas City, Mexico and Orient Rail- 
way, came to Mexico on business in 
connection with his road, accompanied 
by a number of London and New York 
people, and the party started north- 
ward last night, intending to stop off 
at Chihuahua en route. Mr. Stillwell 
says that, contrary to all reports in 
th: American newspapers, he has not 
ceme to Mexico on this trip to collect 
subsidy on the completed line in Mex- 
ico, which subsidy will be paid by the 
Mexican government at the proper 
time without being urged to do so. 
His business in this country was prin- 
cipally to give Mr. braithwaite, vice- 
president of the road, some idea of 
Mexico. The line from the Texas bor- 
der to Kansas City will be in opera- 
tion in one year.

UBILATION OF 
BRITISH JEHUS. 
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MATRIMONIAL RIGHTS OF THE 
COACHMEN DEFINED. 


English Judge Lays Down the Law 
that if They Wed Heiresses, Rela- 
t:ves of Bride Who Persuade Them 
to Leave Their Husbands Are 
Liable to Damages. 


(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Feb. 29.—More than any 
other men whose occupation classes 
them with the toiling masses, coach- 
men enjoy opportunities for running 
away with susceptible heiresses and 
many of them have profited by their 
chances. But heretofore there has 
been one very serious obstacle to the 
complete success of their matrimonial 
aspirations. The heiresses seldom 
stick. Their folks usually cut up 
rough and persuade the wayward 
brides to leave their humble spouses. 

Now aspiring Jehus may find a rem- 
edy for this—or at least substantial 
financial consolation—in what may be 
termed a New Declaration of Coach- 
men’s Matrimonial Rights as laid 
down by an “Impartial British 
judge and enforced by 4 
stolid British jury. 

Hereafter, if the relatives of an 
heiress who elopes with a coachman 
get around her and pour into her ears 
harrowing tales of the misery that 
follows ill-assorted unions, and work 
upon her feelings by conjuring up pic- 
tures of broken parental hearts, the 
coachman—to use the language of one 


of them—‘“can jolly well sue the 
blooming toffs and stick ‘em for 
heavy damages.“ 

Albert Edward Smith is the name 
of the coachman who, by establish- 
ing this precedent has emerged from 
the double obscurity of the commou- 
est of patronymics and a humble call- 
ing, and placed generations of coach- 
men yet unborn under lasting obliga- 
tions to him. The legal battle has 
just been fought and won at the 


Leicestershire Assizes, before Mr. 
Justice Wright. 
In December, 1901, Swith, fresh 


from service with the Imperial Yeo- 
manry in South Africa, obtained a 
situation as coachman with Mr. 
Robert Walter Kaye, a country gen- 
tleman of good family and good purse. 
Shortly afterwards the heiress came 
upon the scene in the person of Miss 
Eaith Kaye, Mr. Kaye's sister, a pre- 
possessing damsel of twenty-four, 
well past the age when a girl is sup- 


posed to be legally capable of fully 


understanding what it means to take 
a man “for better or worse.” 

In his testimony, Smith, scorning to 
“perjure himself like a gentleman,” 
affirmed that a declaration of affec- 
tion first came from the girl her- 
self. And the letter produced in 
court seemed to bear him out. In 
one she wrote: 

“As I have not heard anything 
from you, I don’t know if my letter 
I wrote last Monday was forwarded 
or not. I take it that it was not. I 
can't think that you would ignore it. 
If it is that you are holding out 
against me, don't, don't do it; give 
in—it is killing us both.” cn 

In another, the love-sick maiden 
thus vented her feelings: 

“IT may tell you that my feelings 
towards you will never change to my 
dying day, and even then, that which 
I feel for you will pass on with me to 
the next world. Love comes but 
once.” 

In a subsequent epistle she besought 
him to “hold fast to me if you think 
I am worth it.” About this time it 
‘seems she inherited from an aunt 
a legacy of $22,000, with a, reversion- 
ary interest in a larger sum. Possibly 
this may have had something to do 
with Smith’s conclusion that she was 
worth it, though on the witness stand 
he “indignantly repudiated the base 
suggestion.” Anyhow they were 
married. 
Before this took place, he testified, 
Mr. Kaye tried to induce him to marry 
a servant girl. “I told him,” he said, 
proudly, “thet I would marry the girl 
I loved, and marry her I did.” 
„Don't you think it remarkable that 
a young lady should fall in love with 
her brother’s coachman?” asked one 
of the counsel. 

“No sir,” answered Smith, “we are 
all of the same flesh and blood. Such 
cases have occurred many times in 
this world. And.“ he added with an 
eye to the chances of future coach- 
men, “no doubt many such cases will 
occur again.” 

And the society ladies in court with 
marriageable daughters, shuddered.

One Class of War Munitions

Inasmuch as none of the guns on the 
Iowa had been fired much over a hun- 
dred times, the idea is scouted that 
any of the guns had been continued in 
service beyond its natural period of 
usefulness. 


In view of these facts there is a 
growing apprehension in naval cir- 
cles that the older vessels of the 
United States navy are not strong 
enough to permit the use of amokeless 
powder in them. Government officials 
are continuing their investigations 
and are determined to get at the root 
of the trouble. It is felt that unless a 
stop can be put to accidents such as 
that on the Iowa, Uncle Sam’s sailors 
and naval gunners will lose confidence 
in the safety of their weapons, and 
consequently the department has de- 
termined that things must be set right 
even if it is necessary to replace all 
the old guns in the navy with new 
and heavier weapons, a proceeding 
which will, of course, cost an im- 
mense sum. 

In case it is found necessary to re 
stock the nation’s fighting ships with 
big weapons, the work of providing 
the new thunderers will be done en- 
tirely in government workshops. 
Uncle Sam is a great hand to patron- 
ize private industry and practically all 
his warships are turned out at private 
establishments, but when it comes to 


the supremely im 


he does the work himself. 

In this connectlon it may de noted 
that when, in 1883, a bill was intro- 
duced in Congress providing for the 
establishment of a government gun 
factory, the United States had no ord- 
nance of any kind save the old cast- 
fron cannon which were the legacies 
of the Civil War. In the past two dec- 
ades, however, the government gun- 
shops have turned out in addition to 
the hundreds of missile-hurlers for our 
floating fortresses other hundreds of 
high power, breech-loading guns and 
breech-loadijg mortars for the sea 
coast defenses. 

The types of big guns in use today 
originated in rather an interesting 
Civil War were smooth and 
fired a spherical shot. Their pe pressure 
resistance was low and the powers of 
penetration comparatively feeble. As 
there came an increase in the tough- 
ness and thickness of armor, it became 
necessary to devise some means to 

Ban 
making the projectile longer 
more pointed, its power of —— — 
was increased, but to keep it head-on 
in its flight it was necessary to 
make a change in the gun. 

The necessary alteration was ac- 
complished by cutting spiral grooves 


in the bore of the gun and putting 
projections on the profectile which | 


greater power was required to hurl 


such a missile, and greater pressure | 


was necessary in the gun. In order 
to meet the severe strain, big guns 
were from that time forward con- 
structed on what is known as the 
“built-up” principle, and of an aver- 
age length of fully three times as 
great as that of the smooth-bore type. 
What strength has been secured in 
that manner is indicated by the fact 
that the working pressure of a 13- 
inch gun is fifteen tons per square 
inch. 

In a gun of the built-up type the 
bore is formed by a tube of accurate, 
uniform diameter, on which are 
shrunk several layers of hoops, or 
bands. This foundation chamber con- 
tains not only the entire bore, but 
also the powder chamber, while a 
large sleeve, called the jacket, of 
about three-fifths the length of the 
tube is shrunk on the rear portion of 
the tube and extends sufficiently far 
to the rear to contain the breech mech- 
anism. A 13-inch gun weighs 145,000 

pounds and the — fires 
— 1100 pounds e bore is pro- 
vided, on the plan above outlined, with 
fifty-two rifling grooves, which de- 
crease in width as they approach the 
muzzle. The principal parts of the 
gun are made from. cast steel, tem- 
pered in oil and carefully and repeat- 


edly tested for strength and elasticity. 
The hoops “and then 


a mandrel, on which they are forged 


to lengthen and enlarge them. 
How delicate and tedious is the op- 
eration of gun making may be imag- 
ined from the fact that of the cutting 
tools used in shaping up the hoops, in 
going from end to end of a jacket hoop 
travels twelve miles, and requires 
fifty-six hours for the operation. So 
accurate is the work upon one of these 
monster weapons that the bore, al- 
though more than thirty-two feet in 
length, is seldom more than two-thous- 
andths of an inch out of straight line. 
In the assembling of the various 
parts of the gun the tube is first bored 
and its outer surface finished; then the 
jacket is finished inside and shrunk on 
the tube. The shrinking of a jacket 
is the most spectacular operation in 
gun making. The immense piece of 
steel is heated to a temperature of 600 
deg. in a cylindrical furnace buildt ina 
large pit forty feet deep. Air, blown 
through a furnace maintained at white 
heat is forced through and around the 
jacket for twenty-nine hours. The 
burning blasts of oil make a 
that completely drowns voices 
therefore, the entire operation is di- 
rected by signals and without a wort 
being spoken.

Pike led them over the Sargre de 
Cristo Range until finally on Ja>uar, 
30 some of the party reached te Ro 
Grande. The sufferings on the trip 
had been intense. On the fourth day 
out, the feet of nine men were froze. 
On the ninth, two men, Doug erty 
and Sparks, could not siand, and had 
to be left in the heart of the mcun- 
tains with food and ammunition. 
On the fourteenth, Menaugh's irn e 
feet would bear him no further and 
he was encamped with a quantity of 
buffalo meat. Some days there was n 
food. The only seditious remark of 
the. expedition occurred in ti; 
stretch. The journal notes thst John 
Brown exclaimed: “It was more than 
human nature could bear, to march 
three days without suste ace, 
through snows three feet deep, and 
carry burdens only fit for horses.“ 
Pike passed, it unnoticed at the mo- 
ment, but the next day after a sump- 
tuous feast of fresh buffalo, he r- 
proved Brown and threatened a rep>- 
tition of the offense with inst ent 
death. Then he thanked his soldiers 
in general for their “obedience, perse- 
verance, and ready contempt of cvery 
danger. 

Upon arriving at the Rig Grande, 
four men were sent back to aii their 
frozen comrades. Menaugh was able 
to return with them, reaching the 
party February 18, but Sparks and 
Dougherty .could not walk. They 
sent out some bones from their feet 
and solemn petitions that they should 
not be deserted. Immediately Sergt. 
Meeks and Private Miller solicited to 
be allowed to go back to the sufferers. 
They were ordered to push through to 
the blockhouse on the Arkanzaw, te 
Vasquez and Smith and the her:ses. 
and then on the return brirg eu 
Dougherty and Sparks. It is grati- 
fying to know that all these men 
reached the United States in sac ty, 
although they never again caught up 
with the main party. 

Finding no timber where they struck 
the Rio Grande, which Pike declared 
he thought was the Red, they dropped 
down the river thirteen miles to the 
Conejos, then ascended that river five 
miles, and chose a site for a stockade. 
Here the voluntary wanderings of the 
party were brought to a close: While 
the men built the stockade, Pike 
hunted and read alternately. After 
perusing the sufferings of the past 
fortnight, it sends thrills of surprise 
dancing along one’s spinal column to 
find on February 3 the sole entry, 
“Spent in reading, etc.; on February 
. “Refreshing my memory as to the 
French Grammar, and overseeing the 
works; February 10, “Read and la- 
bored at our works; February 12, 
Studying: February 15, “Reading, 
etc. Works going on.” One cannot 
help wondering why the weight of 
reading material was carried over the 
mountains, in lieu of provisions or 
clothing. 

On February 7. Dr. Robinson left 
the party to march alpne to Santa Fé. 
He arranged to have as a pretext a 
financial claim against one Baptist la 
Lande, a Creole, who had gone from 
the Missouri into Santa Fé; but, in 
truth, he went simply to spy on the 
Spanish settlement. He and Pike 
planned to disavow having traveled 
together, and not ta recognize the 
other should they meet in Mexican 


company. 

After Robinson's arrival in Santa 
Fé, a military force came out for Pike. 
He professed great surprise on being 
told that he was on the Rio Grande, 
instead of the Red, and lowered his 
flat at once. In fact, even if he had 
thought that river the Red, he had 
built his stockade on the Spanish side 
of it, so he was consciously invading 
foreign soll with an armed body. After 
arranging that a force be left to guide 
is men from the mountains, he und 
his companions accompanied the main 
body of the Spaniards back to Santa 


Fé. 

THE MEXICAN PROVINCES. 
Now their sufferings were at an end. 
Pike describes their shabby appear- 
ance: “When we presented ourselves 
at Santa Fé, I was dressed in a pair 
of blue trousers, mockinsons, blanket 
coat, and a cap made of scarlet cloth 
lined with fox skin; my poor fellows 
were in leggings, breech cloths, and 
leather coats, and there was not a hat 
in the whole party. This appearance 
was extremely mortifying to us all, 
especially as soldiers.” However, they 
were soon garbed im clothes worthy of 
their country. 

They were feasted and entertained 
both physically and mentally at every 
town through which they passed. in 
his report, Pike records his gratitude 
to the pesple. “They 5 
hibit, in a superior dekree, the heaven- 
like qualities of hospitality and kind- 
ness, in ‘which they endeavor to ful- 
fill the injunction of the scripture 
which enjoins us to feed the hungry, 
clothe the naked, and give comfort to 


always take pleasure in expressing my 
gratitude for their noble reception of 
myself and the men under my com- 
mand.” 

Yet the comfort and pleasure were 
accompanied by dissatisfaction, Whea 
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allowed him to lock them in his 
trunk, and the next day, after enter- 
tainment and presents of garmen 8, 
started him on to Chihnahua, the resi- 
dence of the commander-in-chief. At 
this town, Gen. Salcedo seized his 
papers, gave him an inventory and 
receipt, and said that their return 
must depend upon the King’s decision. 
Pike felt that this was an injustice, 
and yet he probably would have done 
the same were the circumstances re- 
versed. This seizure did not impair 
Pike’s report, as Dr. Robinson hai 
kept a copy of the journal and pre- 
served it. Indeed, Pike wrote to Gen. 
Wilkinson, July 5, 1807, from Natchi- 
toches: “The only essential papers 
lost were my astronomical otser:a- 
tions and meteorological tables, and a 
book containing remarks on minerals, 
plants, etc., with the manners, popu- 
lation, customs, etc., of the savazes. 
But the results of the former were in 
part communicated, and probably my 
journal may supply part of the ba- 
ance, while our memories will 
the loss of the latter of little ccns>- 
quence.” | 

Natural history was never of much 
consequence to Pike. In a letter writ- 
ten in Washingtcn, January 26, 18 “, 
accompanying his report to the Fe 
\retary of War, he says: “I hive no 
the talents nor passions requ sie ‘or 
the botanist or mineralogist, but had 
I them, the varicus du ie; 
I was obliged to perform of comman4- 
ing officer, surveyor, astronomer, hun- 
ter and advanced guard, together with 
the dreary season in which we ir-v- 
eled part on the route, with our’ minds 
much more actively employed in form- 
ing resources for our preservation 
from famine, and defense against any | 
savage enemy who might a:ssail us, 
then by examining the productions of 
nature which was under our fect and 
instead of our eyes being directed to 
the ground, they were endeavor ng t 
peace the wild before us—or giving 
distinction and form to moving bcdies 
on the distant prairies—or enjoying 
the rapturous sublimity of the un- 
bounded prospects which were fre- 
quently presented to our views, Yet 
Docr. Robinson who possessed both 
talents and taste for those purtu 8. 
has promised to enclose me some re- 
marks which no doubt will be inter- 
esting.” 

In the above-mentioned let er t» 
Gen. Wilkinson, Pike explain d tow 
he got his notes on New Spaia: 
“While in the Spanish territories, I 
was forbidden the use of pen and 
paper, notwithstanding which I kept 
a journal, made meteorological ob- 
servations, and took courses and ds 
tances from the time I entered their 
counry until my arrival at ‘this 
place (Natchitoches,) all of which I 
brought safe off in the men’s gms, 
where I finally secreted my papers 
without detection.“ 

Although accompanied on the 
marches by a military escort, in the 
towns, the Americans enjoyed pe feet 
freedom. Pike comnanded his men 
as if at home, and by this libert, 
was enabled to spy out many fact; 
on the people who were entertaint ig 
them.

Pike seemed to have had, highly de- 
veloped, the quality of making friend:. 
Just as on the Mississippi he had sus- 
tained cordial relations with th?

New Spain he received sincere c ffe-- 
tion from the leading officia's and 
citizens, and he returned the :e7a-d. 
In a letter to Wilkinson, Apr. 20, 
1807, he said: “I must here ackncwl- 
edge myself and party under infir it» 
obligations to friendship and p- 
liteness of all the Spanish office's 
and in a particular manner to the 
commandant-general of those pro- 
vinces.“ 

On March 7, Pike met Robinson: 
“Not that Robinson who left my 
camp on the headwaters of the Rio 
del Norte, pale, emeciated, with un- 
combed locks and beard of eight 
months’ growth,” but “a man 
with blooming cheeks, fine complexion 
and a genius-speaking eve.” PR 
pretended not to know the dee or. 
but that gentleman laughinzly con- 
fessed that having found Lieut. Val- 
gares, the commanding officer of the 
escort, “a gentleman, a soldier, and 
one of the most gallant men you ever 
knew,” he had acknowledged that h 
was of Pike’s party, and the dcetor 
added: We have ever since bei 
anticipating the pleasure we ihr-e 
will enjoy in our journey . « OF 
he is to commazd the escort.” Pike 
had already denied Robinson's con 
nection to the Governor at Santa Fs. 
and so he immediately wrote to that 
official a letter explanatory of hi; 
course. 

In Chihuahua, they remained from 
April 2 to the 28th, awaiting the re- 
mainder of Pike’s party They re 
ceived flattering attent „ but Pike 
expressed dissatisfaction at the de- 
lay; and so General Salcedo ordered 
him to praceed homeward, promising 
to send the second detachment on as 
soon as it arrived. : 
They were escorted a roundabout 
way tirough the northern provinces, 
and then across Texas to the Sabine 
River, which they reached June 29th. 
Here they bade farewell to the Span- 
ish company, forded the river, and 
once more encamped on American 
soil. In his journal of that date, Pike 
writes, “Here I think proper to bear 
testimony to the politeness, civility,. 
and attention of all the officers who 
at different periods and in different 
provinces commanded my escort, but 
in a particular manner to Malgares 
and Barelo, who appeared studious to 
please and accommodate, all that lay 
in their power; also, the obliging, 
mild dispositions evinced in all in- 
stances by their rank and file.” 
From the Sabine, it was less than 
two days’ march by trail to Natchi- 
es, the American post, where Pike 
ved about four o’clock in the af- 
rnoon of July 3. Here, his explora- 
voluntary and involuntary, ter- 
minated. 
/ The public were eager for his re- 
port, not only of the newly purchased 
Louisiana, but also of the Mexican 
provinces, which, since the disclosure 
of the Burr conspiracy, had again 
been elevated by popular fancy to 
the height of mystical wealth that 
they had occupied during the days 


pillowed on the enemy's 
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completed earlier, Pike’s account was 
the first authentic description of the 
Louisiana Purchase received by the 
nation at large. His report on New 
Spain opened the doors her mother 
country had kept so closely locked 
for centuries, and American immigra- 
tion swept into Texas and in time 
wrested away not only that State, but 
also New Mexico and California. 
Pike and his soldiers never re- 
ceived extra compensation for the 
time spent in the wilderness, although 
he tried to 


through 

ticularly hard to them as Lewis and 
Clark’s party had been granted spe- 
cial remuneration. The reason prob- 
ably is that the latter had a power- 
ful friend in the President, while 
Pike’s company was under the direc- 
tions of General Wilkinson, whom 
many of the members of Congress 
deemed a traitor. 

To Pike, his explorations were but 
stepping-stones in his military ad- 
vancement. When he reached Nat- 
chitoches, he found that he had been 
appointed captain, August 12, 1806. 
His promotions continued, until in 
1813 he was Brigadier-General, sta- 
tioned on the northern frontier. Here

As in life, he had constantly won his 
desire, so in death, too, was his am- 
bition satisfied. 

The country rang with his praise 
and gidrification, His name was 
coupled with that of Lawrence, the 
naval hero, not only in popular speech 
and press. but also in a resolution 
passed by the House of Representa- 
tives, July 27, 1813.' Counties, town- 
ships, and streams were 
christened with his surname, as a 
generation before new ones had been 
entitled for the founders of the re- 
public. 

Under the memory of his tragic 
death, his country has forgotten his 
explorations, and the present genera- 
tion knows little of either.

Dr. Jameson was a sort of private 
secretary to Rhodes at first, learning 
the details of the management of the 
British South Africa Company's af 
fairs, and in 1891 was made the admin- 
istrator of Rhodesia, to the astonish- 
ment of everybody except Rhodes. 
His government of this 750,000 square 
miles was wonderfully shrewd and 
wise.

military qualities.

Whereupon Lord Grey broke to 
him the news of the destruction by 
fire of Groote Schuur, his beloved 
country house in which all of his col- 
lections of historical and personal in- 
terest were stored. Lord Grey was 
afraid that this blow would almost 
finish Rhodes, and was astonished to 
hear him breathe a great sigh of re- 
lief and say: “Thank God, is that ali? 
I thought you were going to tell me 
Dr. Jim was dead. We can rebuild 
the house, but if Dr. Jim had died 1 
should never have got over it.” 


ON TOP AGAIN. 

After Dr. Jameson's release from 
Holloway jail he wandered. back to 
South Africa, ridiculed by his enemies 
and commiserated by his friends. 
When the war broke out he went in 
for hospital work as a civilian, suf- 
fered from a wound, from fever, and 
from overwork, and proved through it 
all that he had lost none of his skill 
as a surgeon. Rhodes profited after- 
ward by Dr. Jim's administrative abil- 
itles, and when Rhodes died the doc- 
tor's position as a director in the 
mighty Chartered Company, and as 
the wearer of the dead p man- 
tle, brought him quickly into. promi 
nence in Cape politics. 

Dr. Jim's progress since Rhodes's 
death shows well enough that the 


under Rhodes was not due altogether 
to his chieftain’s genius, as many 
supposed. Sir ‘Gordon Sprigg, the 
Cape Colony Premier who has just 
been overthrown by Jameson, was a 
kind of South African Roscoe Conk- 
ling. And Sauer, Hoff meyr—whom 
Rhodes used to call “The Mole’—Mer- 
riman, Schreiner, and the rest of the 
leaders of the Dutch element were a 
formidable combination against one 
little Edinburgh doctor, recently out 
of jail. Then, too, there was the ha- 
tred for the financial element of the 
sand which had to be overcome, and 
the ridicule of the military clique, to 
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itself. Dr. Jim’s answer to that last 


“Revolution, to be 
justified,” he said, “must be success- 
ful; ours was not. I made a mess, and 
got fifteen months, | deserved fifteen 
years—for having failed.” 
WHAT-THE FUTURE HOLDS. 
There is a man in London who has 
worked side by side with Dr. Jim for 
a good many years and knows him 
pretty thoroughly. I asked this man 
if he thought the last chapter had been 
reached in the little doctor’s romantic 
story of ups and downs, and his an- 
swer was interesting. 

“It is rather likely.” he said, “that 
there is another and bigger chapter 
coming yet. It may be prophetic that 
Jameson at present occupies the re- 
built Groote Schuur, the mansion 
which according to nhodes’s will was 
to be set apart for the occupancy of 
the premiers of the federated States 
of South Africa, whenever such fed- 
eration should come about. If Dr. J 
can regain the affection and confi- 
dence which the Cape Dutch onee re- 
posed in Rhodes, and can bring about 
a closer union between the Cape 
Dutch and the colonial element, 
wil be the strongest man in South 
Africa, and it might not be long be- 
fore we should see him Premier — gl! 
South Africa, thus realizing another 
of Rhodes's dreams—and these dreams 
of his had a wonderful knack of com- 
ing true. The first sign that Dr. Jim 
has got to work on this policy will be 
a how! from the extreme anti-Dutch 
element who begin to charge the 
Premier for showing too much friend- 
Uness for the Dutch. The long and 
short of it is that although Dr. Jim 
isn’t such a big man as Rhodes, or 
able to see so clearly into the future, 
it comes to the same thing—he is the 
biggest man in South Africa.” 

AN ENGAGING PERSONALITY. 
Dr. Jim is 51 years old and a bache- 
lor. Personally, he is almost the ex- 
act antithesis of such grim, inhuman 
machines as Kitchener. He holds meu 
by their affections. Like Paddy Mur- 
phy, “he has a way wid ‘im.” He 
has a pair of beautiful brown eyes, 
which are remembered by anyone who 
sees him after the other features are 
forgotten. They say that no man who 
ever came into close personal rela- 
tions with him was ever an enemy vi 
his thereafter. His frank, straight- 
forward, friendliness inspires confi- 
dence in his schemes.

It 
doesn't take any social pull to get an 
interview with Dr. Jim; anyone can 
get at him who has any real business 
with him. He hates society and all

It is a 
queer fact that the Big Four of South 
Africa—Rhodes, Beit, Kitchener and 


Jameson— never married; yet it would 


not be easy to find four men who have 
had so many opportunities. Dr. Jim. 
in particular, seems to fascinate the 
ladies, but the more they throw them- 
selves at him the more he shies off. 
He has few recreations, doesn’t seem 
to care much about sport, barring a 
game of poker now and then, and 
doesn't seem to have any other inter- 
est or occupation in life except the 
realization of thé vast dreams that he 
and Rhodes used to talk over when 
they lived together in a tittle house in 
Kimberley. 

Perhaps Dr. Jim's queerest trait is 
his total disregard of money. The 
friend quoted above says he doesn't 
believe Rhodes left any cash to his 
chum, and for a good reason: “If he 
had, Dr. Jim would have had it all

TWO SICKLY BOYS. 

Jameson went to South Africa for 
the same reason that Rhodes did—be- 
cause his health was s0 poor he 
couldn't live in the depressing atmos- 
phere of the British Isles. An old 
schoolmate of his tells me that when 
he was a small boy in a public school 
in Edinburgh he looked so frail and 
pale and small that no one expected 
he could amount to anything. He was 
so feeble that he was not able to take 
part in schoolboy frolics. He was, 
however, a diligent student, and when 
other boys played he was absorbed in 
his books, and so in spite of bad 
health he was always at the top of 
his class. When he had finished his 
elementary course and was ready for 
the university his health was so bad 
that it became a matter of serious 
anxiety to his parents. They were 
humble Scots folk whose sole ampi- 
tion was to give the boy a profession, 
but they feared that the study would 
prove fatal, and had seriously consid- 
ered whether he should not go into 
some shop to learn a business. The 
youth, however, was determined to be- 
come a doctor and he went forthwith 
into the school of medicine attached to

On the contrary, physicists themselves 
declare that all the laws of physics 
are suspended, all hypotheses and the- 
ories of science worthiess, all scholas- 
tic systems worthless. 

Matter is indestructible and there- 
fore eternal, or eternal and therefore 
indestructible. The amount of energy 
in the universe is unchangeable. It 
can manifest itself in different forms 
to the human mind, but it can neither 
increase nor diminish itself. These 
are axioms which form the foundation 
of our conception of the universe.

It is indeed an evidence of impar- 
tiality and adaptability that an emi- 
nent investigator like Sir William can 
so easily give up a theory in which 
he has been brought up, to which he 
he has been accustomed from his first 
introduction into science and on 
which his whole thought structure 
rests. Only the great pioneers of 
knowledge have the independence of 
mind to overthrow accepted theories 


the view to the real relations of 
things. The whole history of science 
is noth else than a history of the 
proof of the invalidity of generally- 
accepted points of view, and no one 
will dare to assert that even our most 
approved scientific hypothesis of the 
present day will always remain free 
from the attacks of the critics.

Ramsay, Rutherford and 
Crookes allow themselves to be led 
astray by theoretical discussions and 
computations, as to the length of time 
it will take for radium to. disappear. 
The fact that in seven years it shows 
not the slightest sign of evanescence 
and the fact that there is still radium 
on the planet, although it is already 
millions of years old, does not warn 
them of their error.

ter and of a time limit for the exist- 
ence of radium. Physicists believe 
they are face to face with a substance 
whose properties appear to be irre- 
concilable to the law of the Indestruc- 
tibility of matter or the law of con- 
servation of energy. In keeping with 
the present day nature philisophy, they 
sacrifice the law of the indestructibil- 
ity of matter to rescue the law of the 
conservation of energy. Modern phy- 
sics considers matter of less tmpor- 
tance than energy—so away with mat- 
ter! 

The recklessness with which these 
mighty leaps into the dark have been 
made, takes away our breath. Is ra- 
dium really the only body which 
transmits energy without giving evi- 
dence from whence the energy comes? 
Let me give two examples which 
prove the opposite. Musk gives off 
fragrance for any length of time with- 
out showing a loss of weight. But 
you will say odor is not the same as 
light and heat. Odor is nevertheless 
an energy which cannot, it is true, be 
measured by the thermometer or the 
sensitive plate Or any other known in- 
strument, but still by its reaction on 
living organisms can be proved to ex- 
ist. The odor of musk does not kill 
little baccili as radium rays do, but it 
causes headache and nausea, and even 
convulsions, which is certainly a re- 
sult. Does it ever occur to anyone 
to call musk perpetual motion? 

But there is larger illustration 
the sun. it acts just as radium does. 
it is a source of energy, and one does 
not see where this source receives its 
nourishment, where it gets the ener- 
gy it expends unceasingly. The most 
varied expianations are given. The 
slow contraction of the sun-body, 
cosmic masses of matter rushing into 
the sun are said to keep up its heat. 
But never has it been said “The origin 
of the sun’s energy lies in the decom- 
position of the sun atoms.” The sun 
shows that energy can be developed 
by a body out of itself, that perpetual 
motion. is not necessarily a mental 
specter. Why does one say of radium 
what one has never said of the sun? 

Of course, some inventive genius 
has appeared, who, in spite of all 
rules of logic and sound human rea- 
son, makes the sun riddle, which 
would be solved by the theory of the 
gradual concentration of the sun-body, 
more unintelligible than ever by try- 
ing to explain it by means of the in- 
explicable radium. Langley tells us 
that helium lines appear in the ra- 
dium spectrum. The same lines are 
also in the sun spectrum. So the so- 
lution is as follows: The heat and 
light of radium come from the decom- 
position of radium atoms into helium, 
and the substance in the sun which 
gives off heat and light is nothing 
else than ratium. The sun needs for

street railway managers in several of 
our clies are contemplating the experi- 
ment Of using them. Few experinces 
are more delightful than a ride on 
the broad elevated deck of one of 
these cars, provided the weather is 
pleasant. 

Here are some of the benefits which 
London and its people have already 
derived from the public ownership of 
tramways: After paying all expenses 
and allowing for the sinking fund, 
there remained a pofit of about 8150, 
000, of which $100,000 was applied to 
the reduction of taxes, or “the relief 
of rates,” as it is termed in England. 
Anything which relieves the rates 
reed not fear unpopularity in Great 
Britain, and the same is true of other 
countr.es which could be named. Then 
there has been instituted an all-n.gnt 
car service, a much- needed institution 
in the metropolis. 
_ The most popular reform was a 
general reduction in fares, and the 
running ot a workman's car at a rate 
pennies for a round 
tr.p. ‘ihis means that the London 
workman cana go and return from his 
work at an expense not exceeding 4 
cents u day—40 per. cent of what it 
costs in the United Svaes, and half of 
what it formerly cost him. The pri- 
vate companies covered the windows 
wita advertisements, so ‘that it was 
impossible for the passenger to deter- 
mine his location. The County Coun- 
cil removed them, thereby losing rev- 
enue, but gaining friends. It also re- 
duced the hours of employment of its 
men {fro.2 twelve and iwurteen a day 
to ten, and gave them de day's rest 
in seven. it also--tmereased their 
wages materialiy....Clonductors and 
motormen now receive $1.5) a day. 
Considering the cost oi living, this 
wage compares favorably with that for 
similar work in the United States. The 
city also provides uniforms for its 
drivers and conductors. The private 
companies charged them heavily for 
uniforms, and derived considerable 
revenue thereby. All these reforms 
have been installed at the expense of 
revenues, yet there remains a reason- 
able profit despite the handicap of de- 
lays and obstructions incidental to the 
tearing up of the streets and the instal- 
lation of electricity. It is fair to as- 
sume that the present year will show 
a decided increase in profits. 

The city is erecting two large pow- 
er stations, one at Greenwich, of 20, 
000 horse power, and the other at

London is meeting the problems of 


| water supply, electric lighting, gas, 


public baths and laundries, and other 
utilities under the control of its 
County Council or of the twenty-six 
boroughs, and will take these sub- 
jects up after a trip through the prov- 
inces. Such cities as Birmingham, 
Manchester, Liverpool, Giasgow and 
Edinburgh are called “provincial.” 
Why, I do not know. London is the 
most provincial city which ever has 
passed under my observation, using 
the word in the sense of “local and 
narrow,” and New York is a fair sec- 
ond. In both of the countries of 
which these are the chief cities one 
must look to the “provincial towns’ 
for up-to-date methods, zealous public 
spirit and the tangible evidences of 
material progress. 

The salient point about London is 
that it has been awakened from a 
long sleep. From this time on the 
world will be more interested in 
watching what London does, and will 
spend less time in pondering on what 
it did before it was aroused from its 
Rip Van Winkle bed in the mud of 
the Thames. Let us journey to Liver- 
pool. 

Those travelers who pass through 
Liverpool on their way to London, or 
the Continent, derive an erroneous im- 
pression of the city which lines the 
banks of the Mersey. They see only 
the seamy side of the second city 
in England. Their only favorable 
recollection is of the magnificence of 
the famous docks and the imposing 
display of ships, floating all the flags 
of the world. One sees little of the 
real Liverpool from the window of a 
railway carriage. 

Liverpool is a rich and a great citr, 
with broad, well-paved streets, mag- 
rificent public buildings, beautiful 
parks and a progressive and enter- 
prising administration. 80 far as the 
science of municipal government is 
concerned, it is a generation ahead 
of London. Glasgow, Liverpool and 
Manchester are the “show places” 
of public ownership. 

Liverpool is one of the world’s most 
opulent property owners. Exclusive 
of its streets, parks and its interests 
in the miles of docks, it owns prop- 
erty which has a market price of be- 
tween $85,000,000 and $90,090,000. It 
owns and operates its waterworks 
syston, conveying a pure and inex- 
haustible supply from Lake Vyrnwy, 
through an aqueduct seventy miles 
long, tapping the waters which flow 
down from the hills far to the south- 
west of the city. Liverpool owns a 
comprehensive system of public baths 
and laundries. It owns an electric 
lighting plant which furnishes power 
not only for municipal’ purposes, but 
also for thousands of private con- 
sumers. It owns magnificent libraries, 
museums and art galleries, also pub- 
lic halls, reading-rooms, lecture audi- 
toriums and technical schools. It 
owns all of the markets. The city 
has purchased and operates all of the 
street railways. 

One may be born in a Liverpool 
municipal hospital, be educated and 
trained in its schools, and colleges, 
may earn a living by working for it in 
a score of capacities; he may retire 
on a municipal pension, may die and 
be cremated at public expense, or his 
bones may rest in a municipal burial 
ground. All of this is possible despite 
the fact that no city in the United 
Kingdom offers a better field for in-

The un- 
inquisitive stranger never realizes 
that so many services are adminis- 
tered by the representatives of the 
taxpayers and in their behalf. 


Liverpool has its “old city,” the 
same as London, and that ancient 
corporation still has special priv- 


lleges and derives vast profits from 
grants and estates which have been 
handed down for hundreds of years. 
But like London, the nominal bene- 
ficiaries db not dare to appropriate to 
themselves more than a modest share 
of these tithes, and they are awaiting 
the inevitable time when the scep- 
ter of ownership will be taken from 
them. These “freemen” inherit from 
the medieval municipality a valuable 
corporate estate, the site of the public 
markets and of the courts. Of the 
enormous revenues derived therefrom, 
they retain enough to pay salaries to 
certain favored ones, squander a small 
percentage of it on banquets, parades 
and ceremonies, and donate the re- 
| mainder to public funds for the pur- 
pose of creating parks, erecting and 
maintaining public buildings and for 
other civic purposes. Thesopthrown to 
the Cerberean electorate is the larger 
share of the feast, and may properly 
be classed as extorted charity. The 
total revenues of the corporation from 
these estates exceed $500,000. 

Few cities can boast of so mag- 
nificent a group of public buildings as 
those which flank St. George's Hall. 
The latter deservedly ranks as one of 
the best specimens of architecture in 
Europe, and is a superb example of 
the Greek style. It was erected at an 
expense of $1,600,000 out of the profits 
accruing from the docks. A portion 
of it is used for court purposes, but 
the great auditorium is the scene of 
public gatherings and exhibitions. 

Adjoining St. George's Hall, and 
swinging in the arc of a huge circle, 
is an impressive pile of buildings 
which Liverpool contemplates with 
justifiable pride. London can boast 
of nothing excelling the effect of the 
facades and roof lines of the Walker 
Art Gallery, the Public Library, the 
Lord Derby and Mayer Museum build- 
ings, the Picton Reading-Room and 
the massive front of the new Techni- 
cal School—more than a third of a 
mile of granite and marble struztures 
adorned with carvings and sculpture. 
The broad space surrounding St. 
George's gives the distance necessary 
to the proper effect of this monu⸗ 
mental architecture. 

It is more than thirty years ago 
since Liverpool went in for art. The 
corporation purchased pictures and 
accepted gifts of painting and statu- 
ary. It gave exhibitions which were 
a success artistically and also from 
the practical point of revenue. In 
1871 the public ownership sentiment 
vas not strong enough to insure the 
success of a movement for a _ city 
building for art purposes, though it 
was defeated by only a small major- 
ity of the rate payers. -When Alder- 
man A. B. Walker was elected mayor 
he announced his intention of erecting 
such a building at his own cost. 

The new gallery of art was named 
after its donor; Queen Victoria made 
him a knight, and later a baronet. 
The collection contains 332 oil paint- 
ings, including many of tHe notable 
works of old masters end modern 
painters. The exhibit of bronzes and 
of statuary is exceptionally fine, and 
everything in the building is avail- 
able to students. The annual exhi- 
bitions are successful, the receipts 
averaging $20,000 n year. The inst! 
tution is financed and operated by the 
municipality and its representatives 
are authorized to buy or sell works 
of art. In recent years pictures to 
a value of more than $1,000,000 have 
been sold with a profit to the city 
of $400,000. So far as I can ascertain 
there are few cities on either side of

With regard to the enormous fees 
sometimes charged for attendance on 
wealthy people, to which so much ex- 
ception is taken by persons who have 
nothing whatever to do with the mat- 
ter, we can see no good reason for find- 
ing fault with them. Suppose the pati- 
ent is a millionaire, who spends hun- 
Crecds of thousands yearly on the mere 
pkasures and luxuries of life, and who 
cannot possibly get more out of ex- 
istence than he does. When illness at- 
tecks him all the delight of life van- 
ishes and nis money is powerless to 
help him. With death staring him in 
the face he would gladly give half his 
wealth to anyone whose skill could 
avert death and restore him ta health, 
but no phystcian drives such a bargain 
with him in his dire extremity; and, 
after all, the largest bill ever yet sent 
in is small compared to what the pa- 
tient would pay to a lawyer for gain- 
ing a suit, or expend on one or Other 
of his costly pleasures -when he is in 
health. To the honor of the profession 
be it sald there are very few instances 
on record of large fees being charged 
to those whom the doctor knew to be 
in such circumstances that it would be 
dificult for them to pay them; while 
hundreds of instances are known of the 
most generous treatment of patients in 
poor circumstances by men who are in 
the habit of receiving large sums for 
everything they do.—[Charileston News 
and Courier.

ENTS. 
TOKIO, Japan, Feb. 19.— 
You may write and write 
Till your brain is numb, 

but the sum of the pages which come 
straining from your pen is not worth 
a score of lines scribbled with a bor- 
rowed stub of a pencil on a piece of 
wrapping paper at the front. In all 
the notices the government sends us, 
in all the references made to us in 
print or talk, we are war correspond- 
ents. You might as well speak of the 
Swiss as a race of sailors. The satire 
is cruel, if meant, and complete in any 
event. To write of this war from To- 
kio is like writing about the Spanish- 
American War from Chickamauga, 
when troops were embarking from 
Tampa. 

We expect a score more correspond- 
ents by tomorrow's steamer. They 
will come ashore with a look of “Is 
it all over? Is it too late to reach the 
front?” and possibly a month later 
they will be receiving other reinforce- 
ments with the stoicism of the present 
host that is making the Imperial Ho- 
tel of Tokio a journalistic barracks. 
The government has been as logical as 
it is polite, and as polite as it is log- 
ical. Gen. Baron Kodama invites us 
to luncheon today, and tonight the 
Mayor of Tokio gives us a dinner. 
There is not yet a correspondent 
aboard a Japanese man-or-war; not a 
correspondent has set foot on a trans- 
port. Between the hope and the real- 
ization there is ever the Japanese 
smile. 

The world of journalism had planned 
to make this war (the most important 
for thirty years, if not, in its interna- 
tional results, since Napoleon's time) 
the most completely described and re- 
ported in history.

THE MODEL SOLDIER. 

To me, the undying source of won- 
der is how Nippon Denji manages to 
efface himself. He owns the land and 
enforces his ownership with polite 
ness and modesty. Mobilization with 
war ahead come to be a synonym 
for a kind riotous posséssion at 
which patrols have winked from time 
immemorial. Going forth to die, the 
foibles of the fighting man are over- 
looked. In a town of tiny houses of 
woodand papcr in narrow streets booted 
warriors should produce some of the 
havoc of the bull in the china shop. 
It is the Japanese art of using feet 
and hands, his industrious habit of 
keeping out of mischief by washing, 
the diversion of chatting with his host 
and thanking all the world for the 
sweetmeats and tobacco that it 
brings, the expedition and quietness 
with which he is moved here and 
there, which makes him already seem 
a part of Tokio rather than an over- 
whelming visitor on an epochal oc- 
casion. 

He is lined up in the narrow streets 
and put through a limited drill with- 
out confusion, uatil he marches away 
to Shimbashi Station to be entrained 
How anyone who looks at a line of 
these sturdy men can think of the 
Japanese as play soldiers is past un- 
derstanding. The square jaws, the 
high cheekbones, the bronze, tightly 
drawn skin, even the expression of 
the slant eyes as they guide on the 
line, bespeak the other side of Japan, 
the military side. Nippon Denji is 
more than picturesque; he is martial- 
looking. Without exactly defining how, 
you feel that war is to his taste. This 
people are proud of their physical 
vigor and their prowess, not of their 
art products. The so-called femininity 
of the nation, at the very point where 
it seems most essentially characteris- 
tic, breaks into a masculinity that is 
Spartan 


Your samurai of the feudal days 
might go from an elaborate tea cere 
mony to commit suicide by hara-kiri 
with coolness, which has no parallel 
in any other land. The samurai youth, 
who studied the arrangement of flow- 
ers in the morning, might in the af. 
ternoon eat rice soaked with fresh 
blood to show his fortitude. The Rus-

There is a method, al- 
most a leisurely method, about every- 
thing, which, in the end, thanks to 
years of calculation, amounts to a rap- 
idity scarcely appreciated because it 
has none of the signs of haste. De- 
tachments are brought in only as fast 
as they can be entrained. Tonight-I 
saw a company of sappers and miners, 
which had come in from some distance 
out of town on a rainy day, waiting in 
one of the main streets. Their heav- 
lly-laden pack ponies formed a line 
a block in length. These Nippon 
Denji had a busy wash day before 
them, for their coats were sheeted with 
mud. Thére they would remain, snow 
or rain, till the word should come that 
their train was waiting. All night 
long, every day, the embarkation goes 
on in the same uniform way. as if the 
working day were twenty-four hours 
long, Sundays included. : 

Only the horses break into the cut- 
and-dried programme. The intermix- 
ture of foreign blood has not bred out 
the character that the brush of tle 
Japanese artist has given them. You 
can see the same twist of mane and 
tail in action as that which has 
seemed impossible to the Occidental 
eye. The Japanese horse is the only 
living thing in Japan, apparently, that 
does not long to go to war in Manchu- 
ria. He backs at sight of the 
train and bites, and once he has been 
roped in so fast that he can not even 
Shake Ris head, he beats a tattoo of 
protest against the walls of the box 
car. No horse in the world seems to 
need so much looking after. Two sets 
of four are put into the box car fac- 
ing each other, with the troopers and 
their baggage between them. How- 
ever enthusiastic the foreigner may 
grow over the infantry and artillery, 
when it comes to the cavalry, he has 
to confess to some indifference. Be- 
sides those of Europe, if not America, 
the Japanese mount makes a poor 
comparison. I should have said out- 
wardly a poor comparison. The horse 
is of a part with the rider's habitat 
and one is accustomed to have the 
Japanese surpass expectations. Being 
surprised at nothing these days, one 
may soon be accepting as a common- 
place the superiority of the Japanese 
over the Cossack cavairy.

Unhealthy for Non-Unionists. 


“Is Chicago a dangerous place for a workingman who 
does not belong to a union?” 

“It has been so at times, and | will not say that it is 
mot so now under certain conditions,” replied Secretary 
Job. could cite many instances of men who have been 
assaulted and maimed because they have opposed the 
will of the unions, and some in which men have been 
murdered. | have heard of union meetings where men 
were forced to assent to the doings of their leaders, and 
where they believed their lives would be im danger if they 
did not. There have been many outrages on non-union- 
ists, as, for instance, we had recently a published case 
of a non-union printer who was thrown to the floor by 
a party of union employés in one of our saloons and 
the question there debated whether it would be better 
to break che man’s arms or his fingers, one by one, that 
he might be imcapacitated for work. The police rescued 
that man. ; 

“Now, such things may not be done by the leaders of 
the better element of the unions, but | believe they are 
instigated by them, and we have it alleged that there is 
a band of paid sluggers here who are used as wrecking 
crews to commit acts of violence in behalf of organ- 
ized labor. The hospital records will verify this.”

“Bul such cases, Mr. Job, should not be charged to the 
unions,” said |. “They are merely the acts of hot-headed 
individuals.” 

“Yes, you might think so,” was the reply. “I know thal 
tHe labor leaders claim they do not counsel violence, bul 
everyone here knows that is not true. I have an incideni 
in my mind now which | know to have occurred, but 
which | do not want to locate. | won't say that it was 
or was not in Chicago; but it was in one of the big cities 
of the United States. A street car strike was In progress 
and the leader of one of the striking unions talked thus 
to his men: | ; 

Non, my men, remember, in the conduct of this 
Sirike we want no violence! No violence! Suppose, for 
instance, you should see several joints of gas pipe lying 
near the car track, and someone suggested that if the 
pipe was joined and laid on the track so that ome end of 
n would touch the trolley wire, and the other the rail, 
thereby forming a connection which would make @ short 
circuit and bum out the trolley wire, don't let amy such 
act be laid to your doors. ‘ 

Or, if anyone should tell you that you could wreck 
the underground cable by throwing rocks into the manholes 
—and | know there are piles of rocks near some of 
them—don’t let such an act be laid to your doors. 

Again, my men, some persons may tell you that if 
you throw in cement and sand and rock it will ruin the 
track. Now, | understand there are warehouses near the 
track where there are barrels of cement, and you know 
very well if this is mixed with rock, sand and water it 
will harden, and if thrown into the manholes it will hold 
the cables. If you did that it might hurt the company, 
Stop the cars, and we might gain the strike, but, boys, ws 
want no wolence, no violence. If anyone does that, let 


us see that it is mot laid to our doors. | hope you have 
understood me correctly.” 


What the Emplo yers’ Association Has Done. 


is really making matters better? Have you done anything?” 

“We have done a great deal and we are going to do 
more. | have told you we have given the non-union mas 
the chance to work, and we have protected the employer 
in numerous instances. Take the Kellogg sirike, in which 
650 men left work and tried to prevent the business of the 
plant from going on. The employers had put non-union 
men in their places, but the tcamsters’ union joined mem 
and would not deliver goods nor permit others to deliver 
them. We investigated the matter and waited upon the 
Mayor, who issued a proclamation warning the teams to 
keep off the streets in the vicinity of the Kellogg plant. 
We had policemen go along with the wagons, and we 
saw that the goods went in and out, regardless of the de- 
mands of the union. Before that strike 90 per cent. of 
the men im the Kellogg plant were members of the union. 
The shop is now a non-union shop, and it has 550 con- 
termed men doing the same work that 650 strikers did, and 
at the same time turning out 25 per cent. more of a prod- 
uct.” ~ 
“We have had a number of similar cases,” continued 
Nr. Job, “in which we have helped the employers, and we 
are ready at any time to defend the rights of the non- 
union man. Take the case of Chester B. Blish, who was 
a non-union elevator boy in-one of the downtown build- 
ings. He was threatened, bulldozed and bluffed by the 
unionists, but his father wrote .a fetter to this association 
and we came to his protection. When the unionists saw 
the power and wealth of the Employers’ Association ws 


came bold enough to work as a non-union man, they be- 
gan to realize that the employers of Chicago proposed 
to protect-nol only themselves, but all unorganized labor 
as well.

after the formation of the new bureau all Consuls were re- 
quest ed to study our largely increasing immigration and 
to seport fully upon the character of immigrants embark- 
ing from their districts, the causes for their coming to this 
country, the attitude of their governmen's toward them, 
whether the latter were gncouraging this exodus and a 
comparison of the classes of such immigrants. The te- 
sponses to this request are mow mostly m. Three to six 
months are required for the completion of such a special 
report. Data commence to arrive from the nearby con- 
sulates within four wecks, but such isolated districts as 
New Zealand, Tahiti, Dawson City, etc., have to be heard 
from before the information is complete. 

One and a half millions of envelopes were required last 
‘year to mail these consular reporis to the associations and 
individuals applying for them. One thousand letters te- 
questing special information are received in Mr. Mona- 
Man's editorial sanctum each month. : 


Studying Great National Problems. 

A creation of Mr. Austin which has exc%ed great atten- 
tion abroad is a series of special monographs discussing 
problems of current interest to this 


that-the fatherland issue similar publications. As soon as 
any important question of national policy appears for 
public discussion it is Mr. Austin’s practice to incorpora‘e 
in a monograph al! of the data, historical, statistical, eco- 
nomic, commercial and industrial which can throw light 
on the problem. Whie | talked with him there reposed 
on his desk the page proof of four such brochure —on 
the commerce of Japan, Korea, Chima and Russia, te- 
spectively. While the i:thmian canal question was upper- 
mos in the public mind he issued such a monograph on 
the great canals of the word. But his publication of this 
class which excited the most attention was devoted to 
colonial administration. This appeared just at the time 
when the nation was discussing the future of the Philip- 
pines, Hawaii and Porto Rico. Mr. Austin read every bit 
of literature om the subject accessible in this country. 
He then went abroad and visited the colonial offices of 
London, Paris, The Hague, Berlin and Brussels. The Royal 
Colonial Institute of Great Britain put a! his disposal its 
library of 10,000 volumes, and similar organizations in the 
other capitals named extended like courtesies. The inter- 
national Colonial institute, with headquarters at Brussels, 
elected him a member and invited him to attend its Con- 
gress. 

While the question of the trans-Pacific Cable was upper- 
most in the public mind he compiled an extensive mono- 
graph upon the commercial cables of the world.

Before Mr. Austin took charge of the Burcau of Su- 
tistics no extensive analysis of the exports of our manu- 
factures had ever been atiempted. He set about to de- 
termine what proposition of each exported article went 


to each foreign coumry. Although he met discouragement 
a! the outset, he persevered until he had traced the dis- 
tribution of our manufactures among the foreign countries 
from 1790 to date, giving the precise value and quantity 
of each article exported, as well as its destination. : 


Studying Internal Commerce. 


This bureau's division of intemal.commerce gives its ex- 
clusive attenfion to a problem which remained unstudied 
until a few years ago. t was then that Mr. Austin deter- 
mined to analyze the commerce of our great lakes. He 
made a trip through that region, but was met only by dis- 
couragement. The law required no tel urns of domestic 
coastwise commerce. To overcome this obstacle he de- 
vised a special supplementary manifest which he fur- 
nished to every ship master on the lakes with the requesi 
that it be filled ow during each voyage and left at the cus- 
toms-house of final clearing. Thus the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics is now abie to state to the commercial world the- 
number of busheis of wheat, tons of coal, pig iron, etc., 
carried on the lakes. The lake commerce is thus, for 
the first time, compiled, port by port. 

A further step was an analysis of the concentralion in 
our great interior points of such articles as Comprise our 
great domestic commerce—such as wheat, com, cattle, 
hogs, sheep and ‘he provisions into which they are tumed, 
cotton, iron, copper, coal, eic. He succeeded in devising 
a means of tracing the transportation of these articles 
from the great interior centers toward the seaboard, from 
which that portion not ulijized in internal commerce is 
finally exported. After a year's effort Mr. Austin obtained 
the services of Dr. J. Franklin Crowell, the noted econo- 
mist and author, who was formerly president of Trinity 
College, North Carolina. Dr. Crowell, as chief of the sta- 
tistical bureau's division of internal commerce, now pub- 
lishes monthly a summary showing the concentration and 
movements of articles at, to and from ten selected points 
in our interior. This is sent to the press of the country, 
as well as to boards of trade and kindred imstitutions. 


Japan Studies Us Most. 


All of the great powers are zealously studying our com- 
mercial methods, and none are neglecting to inquire ino 
the modus operandi of the bureau of slatistics. Bul of 
us institution’s foreign vistors, Mr. Austin tells me that 
ihe number from Japan have vastly exceeded that from 
cay other country. This is a fact to be especially noted 


commercial enterprises of its rivals small should be the 
wonder that its people have so far fought its bales with — 
such signal success. Germany's degree of interest in our 
commerce has been second only to that of Japan. The 
Kaiser's govetrrmenm maintains several commercial a'- 
tachés, scatlered among our great centers of trade.

Japan's Victory Better for Us. 


| asked Mr. Austin as to the probable effect of the pres- 
ent war in the Far East upon our trade and the progress 
of the Yankee commercial invasion of the Orient. 

“| object to the term ‘commercial invasion,’ although it 
seems to have been generally adopted by our writers,” | 
said he. “Russia is the producer of thal class of mer- 
chandise which we have been selling to the territory in- 
volved in the present war. We are selling to China and 
Japan, and through them to Korea, especially cotton 
goods, kerosene, flour, manufactures of iron and steel 
and condensed mk. 

“Russia is our greatest rival as a wheat producer and 
manufacturer of flour—also our chief rival m the produc- 
tion of kerosene, which is probably our chief export to the 
Orient. She is our competitor also im the Rem of cotton 
goods, and this also is one of our chief exports to the | 
Orient. Russia also produces condensed milk, and, ſur- 
thermore, she is becoming a manufacturing country. 

“Our trade with this entire section of the Orient is large 
and rapidly growing. With Japan has been developed 
more rapidly in the last few years than with any other 
country. Comparing any European country with us, our 
trade with the Orient has had the fastest growth. At the 
beginning of the war Japan entered contracts here for 
flour and Russia for meats. The turning of both beilig- 
erems to us—their distant neighbor —especlaly in the 
hour of emergency, is an evidence of their confidence in 
our ability to deliver to them a better quality of goods 
than they can get abroad; to deliver these goods with the 
grealest prompiitude.” 

For obvious reasons, Mr. Austin would go into no deeper 
analysis of the possibilities of the Far East's immediate 
fuiure and their effect upon our trade, but from what he 
says of Russia as our rival in this segion and the recen 
greal increase of our commerce with Japan, the intelli- 
gent reader can draw his own conclusions as to which 
would benefit us the more, commerciaily—a Russian or a

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The Officers. 


Now for a word or two about the officers. Very rare, 
indeed, are the instances where the commissioned officer 
has risen from the ranks beyond the grade of captain or 
chief of battalion. Advancement, however, is possible by 
either seniority or by selection. Most of the officers come 
from the special military school al Tokio, and long are 
the preparations demanded of the candidate for epau- 
letteS. 


At twelve years they enter the preparatory school, or 
minor Prytaneum; al sixteen they pass to the upper Pry- 
taneum, whence they are graduated at cightoen. From the 
upper Prylaneum they enter the ranks of the army as sim- 
ple soldiers and are required to pass a year in a regiment. 
After hat year they leave the ranks with the chevrons of 
a sergeant-major, having been all through the duties de- 
volving upon the rank and file of the service. A severe 
examination now confronts them, and, if successful, they 
are entered in the military school at Tokio, where, a! 
twenty-two, they are graduated as junior officers. After 
a year’s sojourn in a regiment, all the while under exacting 
and fastidious observation, e aspirant officer is subjected 
to a last trial—a secret ballot for admission—the vote of 
all the officers of the regiment being necessary. Follow- 
ing this the young man can mo longer be denied his ad- 
mission, if found thus desirable. At this time only, the 
aspirant officer receives the cpaulette of a sub-keuten- 
am. After two years’ service in a regiment the young 
officer, upon the recommendation of his superiors, is sent 
to the War College, where, after three years of industri- 
ous application he comes forth brevetted to the Gencral 
Staff. 


u must be remembered that the soldier of modern 
Japan is really the survival of the recently-abandoned 
sumarai class—the military backbone of the ancient em- 
pire under its régime of feudalism, ending so recently as 
1867. The samurai was trained from infancy to endure 
hardships that well nigh put to shame the Spartans of old. 
They were taught to go without food, and a show of a 
sense of hunger was deemed beneath a samurai. A 
writer in the London Chronicle says: : 


“After Hardening the body, the samurai training soug'it 
to toughen the nerves, and children were frequently sent 
to graveyards and haunted houses. Small boys, after be- 
ing taken to see an execution, would be sent ow alone 
and ai night to find their way back to the spot, to touch 
the body and to leave a mark of their visit om the sev- 
ered head. Even crying babies were hushed into silence 
by mothers who called them ‘cowards to cry for such a 
tiny pain,’ asking them ‘what they would do if they cricd 
so much for such a te ache, when their arms were cul 
off in battle, or they were called on to commit harakari.’ 
The utmost infliction of pain, endured without a tear or 
a groan, was imposed as an ideal on all children. Even 
death, a self-inflicted death, was, 
regarded as the planes duty, 
were taught how (o take their 
and dignity.

ONDON, March 2—Readers in the United States 

have heard doubtless how the Scotch town of Kil- 

marnock, famous for its associations with Burns, was 
hoaxed into believing that it was about to be presen ed by 
Androw Carnegie with a “temple” to the poet at a cost of 
$2,500,000. But though ft has been divulged how Bailic 
William Mumro, the Kilmamock magistrate, confessed 0 
the perpetration of the elaborate joke something remains 
to be said about this diverting individual who might have 
stepped straight out of a Gilbert and Sullivan comic opera. 
Wasn't it in “His Excellency” thal the librettist pictured a 
high official with a propensity for dropping biack beeties 
down the backs of his colleagues and making “butter- 
slides” on bishop's doorsteps? Well, Bailie Munro, the 
Magistrate, Town Councillor, etcetera, who has just made 
his own bailiwick a laughing stock the world over, is, in 
private life, à worihy manufacturer of jam. The Bailie al- 
ways has been a merry blade. n odd moments snatched 
from the arduous pursuits of jam-making, sitting on the 
bench and acting as a City Father, he has played almost 
as many pranks as the lamented Theodore Hook, and also 
occasionally contributed a comic sketch to the focal pa- 
per. On the other hand, however, Bailie Munro, who is 
@ man of substance, always has done the handsome thing 
by the charitable organizations in his neighborhood, so, 
until recently, the worthy magistrate’s pranks have been | 
taken in good part by all and sundry in Kilmarnock. 

_ Kilmarnock, by the way, is the langest town in Ayrshire, 
the shire in which the ill-starred Burns first saw the light 
of day. it has a population of something over 30,000, and 
it manufactures carpets that are pretty well known. Bu! 
what it chiefly prides itself on is thal there was issued the 
first edition of poems by Scotland's greatest bard; and the 
man in Kilmarnock who doesn’t know Burns by hear! 
doesn't count. 

K will be remembered mat Andres Carnegie was in 
Kilmarnock, not long ago, and # the millionaire’s visit 
Bailie Munro thought he saw a chance to perpetrate some- 
thing funmier than anything he had done before. Thus i! 


famous lteter to which he signed he name of Hew Morri- 
son, librarian of the Public Library of Edinburgh, and 
which read as follows: 

“| have just received word by this mail that Mr. Carne- 
gic, who was deeply impressed with the progressive ten- 
dencies of Kilmarnock during his recent visit, has had 
under considera‘ion a project of more closely identifying 
the town with the name of our national bard. 

“He recognizes Kilmamock as the nucleus of Burns lore, 
where the peerless poems were first published to the 
world, and where all literature associated with his honored 
mame has been carefully compiled and widely dissemi- 
nated.” 

This was laying it on pretty thick, and ought to have 
aroused suspicions. But the Town Councillors of Kilmar- 
nock take themscives and their ‘own very seriously, and 


pretty well, It only prepared them to swallow wholesalc 
what followed. 

“Mr. Camegie has, therefore, decided to erect at his 
own cost, within the town of Kilmarnock, a temple to the 
memory of our national pride, provided the Town Coun- 
cil will gran! a free site. | 
- “It is his intention to make this memorial a most elabo- 
rate one, the building to be constructed of granite, white 
marble, or some superior material, and to be of magnifi- 
cent design, while the interior will contain statues of 
Burns's contemporaries and the principal characters of 
his creation, and under the dome a chaste figure of the 
immortal genius will stand. 2 

“Artistic panels will embellish he walls, iliustrative of 
scenes depicted in the poems, and the whole building 
will be lavishly treated, at a cost not exceeding $2,500,000.” 

The reading of the letter was received with the utmos: 
gratification, the provost, in a few ‘eloquent words, en- 
pressed he thanks of the Council and the community 
and their cordial acquiescence in Mr. Camegie's condi- 
tions, and the leiter was put on the wires at once that all 
the world migh! leam of this latest evidence of the Laird's 
lavish gemcrosity, and more particularly his reasons foi 
sclecing Kilmarnock as the recipient of his munificence. 

The Town Councillors told the news to Kilmarnock, tak- 
ing much credit to themselves for the enthusiasm and 
unanimity with which they had voted “aye,” and Kilmar- 
nock went wild with joy. Their city would become the 
future Mecca of Bums pilgrims, and incidentally thai 
would boom business. Bailie Munro chuckled and had no 
end of fun with himself. 

But some skeptical editors, scenting a possible scli, be- 
fore printing the story, wired thelr Edinburgh correspon- 
dents to interview Mr. Morrison. When Kilmarnock awoke 
next morning it leamed mat It had been sold, and i's joy 
turned to grief and anger. Then arose the Town Council 
in their wrath and demanded that the man who had done 
this thing be exposed and held up to the execration of an 
ou'raged community, and made to suffer whatever pains 
and penalties the law might sanction. 

Bailie Munro had not taken much pains to cover up

his tracks. and it did not take lone lo discover that he was

of the Town Council and made a jest of the pretensions 
of Kilmarnock to be regarded as the nucleus of Burns 
lore. 

Then ii was that the poor Bailie wrote a contrite letter 
to the provost. He had only intended ft as a bit of fun, 
and had no idea that his little joke would have been (a- 
ken so seriously and raised such a rumpus. As evidence 
of his sincere repentance, he gave the provost $250 to be 
devoted to local charities, and to placate his fellow Town 
Councillors he would resign his seat among them. 

But when the Town Council heard of this, they became 
more wrathful than ever. Bailie Munro had merely added 
insult to injury. A beggariy $250 was scant compensation 
for the loss of a $2,500,000 Burns temple. He should ao’ 
be allowed to escape so easily. They demanded a special 
meeting to consider the matter. ‘ee 

The meeing was held. So dense was me crowd of in- 
dignant Scots around the building that to gain access to 
the chamber, repormers had to climb a ladder, scrambic 
over the roof of an adjoining building, and enter the 
chamber by a back window. 

The Bailie was solemnly and publicly execrated. A 
resolution was passed instructing the Walcting and Licht- 
ing Committee to “probe the matler to the bottom,” and 
it was stipulated among other things that it should have 
power to “examine witnesses and put them on oath if 
necessary.” Then the Town Council adjoumed, feeling 
that it had appropriately vindicated its dignity. No sug- 
gestion was made that Mr. Mumro’s peace offering should 
be returned to him. The Scots of Kilmamock are a cann 
people. 0 

What more can be gained by probing the matter to the 
bottom except to further advertise the gullibility of the 
Town Council and its deficiency in humor nobody out- 
side of Kilmamock can imagine. But it has been sug- 
gested that by keeping the matter alive they hope Mr. 


Carnegie may be induced to take the hint and donate o 


Kilmarnock a $2,500,000 Burns temple. So far, he has 
given no signs of any such intention. He has retained ail 
his native Scotch shrewdness, bul he has lived long enough 
in America to be able to laugh heartily at a joke.

A RAILWAY ON THE ICE. 

In laying an emergency railway over the ice of Lake 
Baikal, the Russians underiook a very remarkable feat of 
engineering. The lake, which, next to the Caspian ane 
Aral Seas, is the langes inland water in Asia, offers a seri. 
ous obstacle to the con imuity of the Siberian Railway. 
Mr. Walter Kirton, who has gone out to the Far East 
as one of the special representatives of the Daily Graphic. 
described, in the letter published las Monday, the mode 
in which the traffic was conducted when he crossed. 
He told how a lane of water was maintained through the 
ice by the passage four times daily of the great ice- 
Breaker Baikal, which carried on each trip a railway train 
of twenty-nine vehicles. That was four weeks ago, and 
by this time, probably, the water freezes too rapidly for 
the ice breaker to ge: through even once iA twenty-four 
hours. The alternative is to unload each train on the Ir- 
kutsk side of the lake, to transport the contents by sledge 


across forty-five miles of ice, and to load mem into an- 


other train on the other side. It is obviously impossibie 
to transport in this fashion supplies, ammunition and re- 
inforcements for a large fighting army, and it is on this 
account, mo doubl, that the Russian military authorities 
have determined to run a railway across the ice. R seems 
a desperate expedient, for the frozen surface of Lake 
Baikal is often badly fissured, and is liable at any time to 
considerable disturbance by earthquake. Judging, how- 
ever, from recent accounts of the Siberian Railway, N Is 
doub ful whether the ice line will be very much more 
insecure than the land line as at present lald—[Londog 
Graphic.

A PICTURESQUE FEATURE FouND IN 
OLD MEXICco. 


By a Special Contributor. 


HE gambusino is exclusively a product of old Mexico. 
The United States has no class to correspond with 
him. He stands alone in his native country, without 
any counterpart elsewhere. Of Mexico's many interesting 
class divisions, the gambusino is without a doubt the most 
picturesque. He is a miner who rarely ever owns a mine, 
and never works for wages. Local he is to the mountains, 


| but general ail over Mexico, wherever mining is carried on. 


Some have tried to compare him with the American chlo- 
rider, others who know little about him regard him as halt 
prospector, half leaser. Now there are all of these classes 
in Mexico, as well as the United States, but the gambu- 
ano, Correctly described, is none of these, akhough he 
does some things which they each do. | 

The gambusinos as a class date from the period of Mex- 
ican independence. Their ancestors worked in the mines 
when the Spaniards ruled the country with an iron hand. 
They were the mine bosses over Indians or Mexicans who 
were but a shade removed from the aborigine. Deft at 
the handling of the rude tools with which the natives were 
supplied, and familiar with the primitive arastra and vas- 
sar, they were all mat there was of skill in the Mexican 
mines of those days. , 

At the time of the establishment of independence, when 
chaos ruled supreme with a. people unused to freedom, 


. they took to the mountains they knew so well with little 


else to call their own than the freedom they heard about. 
Their masters, in many cases, retumed to Spain and were 
seen mo more. The new ones who took their places had 
no knowledge of the inhabitants; they knew only the de- 
pendents of the ranche or hacienda, peons too poor at 
heart to fly, poor things who had to have masters to Jive. 


. it was at this time he gambusimo class was formed. They 


took their freedom because they dared to, and kept it as 
a right, an example of the truth of Loweil’s words: “They 
have rights who dare maintain them.” 

The next generation of lords of the soil, Mexican instead 
of Spaniard, as far as they could see, were no better, and 
the gambusinos remained in the mountains. In season 
they cultivated little patches of fertile ground, raising crops 
of corn and beans, and when they were gathered in, they 
took to those mines which, long idle, had become forgot- 
ten. Thus it was, in the mountains, remote from the 
larger cities, a class of mem sprang into existence, pro- 
ductive, and independent because self-supporting. The 
great historic mines of Mexico, in Zacatecas, Pachuca, 

nta Eulalia and elsewhere, many of which changed 

at the time of the gaining of independence, were 
worked as steadily as before, but those stuated at some 
disemce from a central authority were abanconed. The 
gambusinos took to these as naturally as a duck takes to 
water. For a long time there was no one to say them nay, 
and they worked im little communities. on sharés, and 
esiablictfied settlements in the mountains which came in 
time to have a, regular form of government. in latet years, 
as the country became more settled, the mines came to 
be denounced by the great land owners, and a definite 
title; to them obtained again under new mining laws. in 
some instances the gambusinos worked them under lease, 
giviig up a percentage of the output to the owner. Often, 
though, where the owners worked them with their own 
peons, the gambusinos merely left the district and mi- 
grated to some other property, the trails to which none 
knew but themselves, and which for long had been rele- 
gated “o the legions of the los!. 

We today have no idea how thoroughly he mountains 
of Mexico were explored for mineral by the Spaniards. 
Every once in a while, in a mountain region where the 
trails have long since become overgrown with brush or 
obliterated by the torrer’ial rams, there come to light 
the workings of an old mine where hundreds of men once 
had been employed, and which must have produced 
abundantly. The Sierra Madres is full of them. im the 
Jesus Maria country, mines exist which had been worked 
to a depth of four or five hundred feet, and all the pay 
ore sloped out to the surface. Parral has many mines 
which have been worked for three hundred years, cad in 
every direction round the town of Santa Barbara, in the 
State of Chihuahua, once the capital of all the great ter- 
ritory, which included even the State of California, the 
country is simply honeycombed with old workings. 

M is only recently, in the majority of cases wi'hin the 
last decade, that mimes worth their millions have passed 
from the régime of the gambusino to the Mexican land 
owner, and finally to American corporations. But the 
gambusino is not eliminated. He is just pres ed back 


further into the mountains, and is compelled to work 


mines harder of access. 

In the Sierra Madres, this class of men is everywhere. 
The most improvident of an improvident people, they ar- 
the Happiest and the freest. Ore sorters they are bora. 
They seem able to read ore by its physical characteristics 
as no mining expert can. Without the white man’ tools, 
knowing little of the use of pick and shovel, and scorning 
windlass and straight shafts, they work their way through 
veins wih the aid of bar and drill, culling, as they go, the 
rich streaks, and leaving behind only the lowes: of the 
low grade.

How much the gambusino has been instrumental in the 
reopening of Mexican mines will never be known, but he 
has done not a little. Without owning them; often from 
indifference, more frequently fiom a poverty due to im- 
providence, he has drawn the attention of those with more 
foresight than himself to some great bonanza. As a flock 
of buzzards n a hee means a dead animal near by, an 
active communiy of gambusinos means antique mines 
are close at hand. Prospectors and others have realized 
this, and have tralled gambusmos to their stamping grounds 
with many a good result. 

Living, as they do, independent in the mountains, each 
with his own little patch of cultivated ground, the gambu- 
smo class of miners will never become a thing of the 
past. Many a mine which now is being worked under 
a great furor, by companies backed with abundance of 
capital, will be shut down. Bad management may be ths 
cause of this, the wrong kind of machimery, or the fact 
that a mine which ought to be worked with a capital of a 
hundred thousand dollars is stocked at a million. Wha!- 
ever the cause, it is safe to say that as soon as me gambu- 
sinos know it is not watched, they will be all over it. 

An imstance of the manner in which they work is the 
following: Not many months ago, in the State of Chi- 
huahua, a mine closed down. It was a free milling prop- 
erty, and a large number of samples taken gave a retum 
of $7 per ton. There was nothing in the way of machin- 
ery on the property, and no need, the owner thought, to 
put a walchman to guard it while he was away. 

He was gone to the States some five or six months, and 
while there negotiated the sale of his mine to American 
capitalists. An expert returned with him to confirm the 
report, and to close the deal. When a day's joumey from 
the mine, the owmer, and the expert with him, heard in 
the store where they bought their supplies, that the mcs 
were being worked by the ganybusinos, and that many 
thousands of dollars in arastra bullion had been sold. Of 
course the owner was angry, but his anger was 4empered 
with a good deal of satisfaction at the advertising it gave 
his property. 

.He arrived at the mine, expecting lo see the gambusi- 
nos at work, but not one was visible, and, worse than mal. 
he hardly knew his own property. The dumps had been 
sorted. Every pound of 6re that was worh anything had 
been packed away, and nothing left but the barren rock, 
or ore of so low a grade as to be worthless. The best 
resulis which could be obtained from seven or cight-doliar 
dumps was from two to three, dollars. Yes, one dump was 
as it had been left, but here the ore was pyritic, and could 
not be worked in arastras. Turning to the mine itself, 
which was a big, low-grade proposition, and as all such 
properties do, contained great masses of poor ore en- 
riched by streaks of rich rock, the owner saw that all the 
rich streaks had been gouged ou!, and nothing bul the 
poor ore ſeſt to sample. The best the expert could get 
was an average under three dollars, and imsead of 
making a trade then and there and receiving a cash pay- 
ment, the owner felt it incumbent to offer the prospective 
purchasers a working bond and a payment im six montis. 

indeed the gambusino knows the ore. In the great 
mine belonging tf Pedro Alvarado, in Parral, mot long ago, 
there was a mis ke made. Some rock the superinten- 
dent found which was regarded as waste, contained specks 
of siiver chloride and a little free gold. it was so barren- 
looking that, if his aitention had not been drawn to n f 
accidentally, he never would have looked upon it as any- ‘ 
‘hing else than waste. It was mot in the ore body proper, 4 
but in what wa; the country rock. His curiosity aroused, 
he had it assayed, and found that * was worth thousands 
of dollars per ton. Quite a number of tons had been 
ifirown over the waste dump, he remembered, and he 
forthwith gave instructions o have them saved. But it 
was all gone. No one knew where. It was generally teal- 
ized, though, thal the gambusinos, who were working on 
mp under lease, had caugh on and spirited 
the ore away.

Wherever he is, he is an interest- 
ing character, and any one who goes to Mexico im search 
of mines may learn much from him.

M had 
more than twice as many full generals as the United States 
Army has ever had in its entire existence. Only three 
men have held that rank in the United States service. 
Even Washington never held k. The Continental Con- 
gress Commissioned him general and commander-in-chief 
of “the army of the United Colonies.” He was commis- 
sioned lieutenant-general July 4, 1798, and never held a 
higher rank. An act of Congress March 3, 1799, created 
the office of “Genera! of the Armies of the United States,” 
bul it was never filled. Knox, St. Clair, Wayne, Hamilton, 
Dearborn, Brown, Mecomb, McClelland and Halleck heid

The number 
of generals in the Confederate service was eight. This 
equals the number of lieutenant-generals in the United 
States Army from Washington to Chaffee.

feast while others fasted during lem! The sale of in- 
duigences for obatining special privileges was carried to 
such excess during the fifteenth and sixteenth cesturics, 
especially with the object of secusing funds to erect grand 
ecclesiastical edifices, that this practice led, together with 
the above-mentioned and many other innovations, to th 
Reformation. 


Duration of Lent. 


The time of the Lenten fast was extended to thirly-six 
days in the time of Gregory I., and in the eighth century 
it was extended to forty days “in commemoration of “i 
recorded fasts of Christ, Moses and Elias.” Lent originally 
began on what is now the first Sunday In Lent; bul as 
Sundays were “improper” days for fasting, the period 
was made to commence four days earlier, or on Ash 
Wednesday; and the Sabbaths are Sundays “In” Lem, not 
“of” it. The beginning of Lent is determined by the date 
on which Easter Day falls. kh being a movable feast, the 
Council of Nicaeg (325) decided mat taster should be 
kept “on one and the same day throughout the churches,” 
and that “none hereafter should follow after the biind- 
ness of the Jews”—that is, observe he “full moon” of the 
Passover. It also decreed that Easter should be the Sun- 
day after the fourteenth day of the pascal moon, which 
happens om or next after the vernal equinox. But the 
‘ime of the despised “full moon,” on which Faster de- 
pended, was still unsettled. The vemal equinox retro- 
graded yearly (the Jewish year being a “lunar” one.) 
until, in the time of Pope Gregory XIII., the vernal equi- 


nox fell upon the 11th of March, instead of the 21st. Pope 


Gregory, therefore, directed ten days to be suppressed 
in October of that year--1582—making the Im of the 
monh the 15th. This brought the vernal equinox back 
to its former date. Easter Sunday cannot fall earlier than 
the 21st of March, nor later than the 25th of April. Not- 
withstanding all the minute celculations made with the. 
intention of avoiding concurrence with the Jewish Pass- 
over, the ‘two festivals do sometimes coincide. | 
Special Lenten Days. ‘ 

The chief days in Lent are Ash Wednesday and all of 
Passion week, particularly Thursday and Friday of ‘that 
week. The strict fast days, when only one meal is eaten 
and no meat, are all the days except Sundays; these are 
“days of abstinence” when only flesh is forbidden. 

While Lent begins with Ash Wednesday, it is really pre- 
ceded by the observance of Shrove Tuesday. The name 
comes from the Saxon word “shrive,” meaning confes- 
sion, and the day is observed in obtaining absolu‘ion 
and making confession of sins. Pancakes and Stirove 
Tuesday go hand in hand. Ash Wednesday derived is 
mame from a practice conmecied with the religious ob- 
servance of that day, when the priest dipped his finger 
into the ashes of the palm branches—biessed on Palm 
Sunday of the previous year—and made: the sign of the 


| cross therewith on the forehead of the penitent, 


at the time, “Remember, man, that you are of ashes and 
unto dust will retuim.” In England; after the Reformation, 
the use of ashes was discarded. On this day penanccs 
are assigned, penitertial psalms and litames are said, 
mass celebrated, etc. | 

Holy Thursday of Passion week is also called Maundy 
Thursday, from the Saxon word “maund,” or basket. it 
was an anciént practice to make distribution of food ia 
baskets on this day, and the name came to signify not 
only the food or gifts in the baskets, but anything which 
was substituted. Hence “Maundy money,” now distrib- 
European sovereigns, and 


Thursday the oils are blessed and the ceremony of foot 
washing is observed by the prelates of the Church of 
Rome, by the Austrian Emperor, King of Bavaria, Em- 
peror of Russia, the heads of the Greek Church, and by 
the Pope. This practice was continued by the sovereign 
of England even after the Reformation, but the last re- 
corded instance of as full performance was in the case 
of James I., the distribution of money, etc., taking I's 
place. The word Maundy is also equivalent to “manda- 
tum,” or command, in the precept “to wash one another's 
feet” as part of the “new commandment.” On this day 
the penitents are received back into the church and a 
form of absolution given over them. 

Good Friday is marked especially by rigorous ſasling 
and as a day of deep mourning. No mass is said on this 
day, no blessing given, and the Lenten penitential coloi. 
violet, gives place to black. “Passion” lessons are rcad, 
the cross is adored, no bells are rung or music heard, aad 
the “Mass of the Presanctified” is said without the con- 
secration of the Host. Holy Saturday, or the vigil pre- 
ceding Easter day, witmesses the blessing of 
the holy water, im which are placed ſwe 
grains of incense, the biessing of the paschal 
candle, etc. The cross-buns of Good Friday correspond 
to the unleavened bread of the Jews and their ancient 
practices, which practices were of pagan origin, as is 
abundantly proven; and cakes were among the offerings 
to ishtar (Eastre,) Ceres, Venus, etc. Verily, “association 
of ideas” and practices have served as means to anal- 
agous ends throughout the entire range of Semitic, Aryan, 
and Allophyilian, or Turanian cults. It may be stated that 
in all churches where the Lenten fast is observed, the 
practices are virtually the same as herein outlined, though 
more rigid in the Greek urch and in certain countries. 


Origin of Fasting. 
Realization of good and evil was coexistent with prime- 


| val man before there was any conception of their nature, 
or any name or designation was given thereto. The chief 
object of man was, then, to wert the evil and obtain the 
favor of the good. These good and evil influences were 
later represented by deities of man's concept, some who 
preserved and others who destroyed. These deities, or 
gods and goddesses, had assigned to them from observ- 
amce of natural occurrences, more especially those it 
the sky or “celestial region,” control over the welfare and 
exigencies of man. As these natural occurrences were 
sometimes tranquil and beneficent, thereby producing 
confidence, and trust, or faith, at other times terrifying 
and producing fear, the deities were propijiated by sac- 
rifice and offerings, and by voluntary or self-inflicted suf- 
fermg. Among the acts of voiuntary suffering was the 
practice of mos rigid fasting. The ancient Egyptians ob- 
served fasts for propitiation, “and for relief of the guil'y 
soul,” while the practice was also enforced in the cere- 
monial connected with the worship of Isis. The Greeks 
had appointed fast days in comnection with certain fes- 
tivals, and those who consulted the famous oracle of 
Traphonius had to abstain from food and drink for 


homage,” would vouchsafe an auspicious answer. ‘Fasting 
entered into the worship of the Persian goddess Mi hras: 
likewise the Romans performed these “ac’s of homage” 
toward various divinities. But there were probably other 


sacrifice, which had much to do with fasting in ancient 
times. Whatever the sacrifices to the gods, there were 
none too great on behalf of “the dead. Lavish ‘funeral

they look therein. Why a fence around Harvar?P 
rll tell you it is to keep every creature that wears petti- 
coats from getting inside end finding there is nothing 
there! That fence wasn’! really built there at all. Nt is a 
secretion, and was evolved through desire, jusL as a por- 
cupine secretes i's quills. And if you know your Darwin, 
you will remember this: ‘The quills of a porcupine are 
4o protect weakness—the raccoon, badger and ferret do 
not need them.’ -

Where and How to Use “Living Fences.” 


The original idea of the hedge as indicated in the word 
was as a fence or protection. The ancient Romans in- 
closed their vineyards and their gardens with hedges, and 
in England we find that hedges came in with the Romans. 

It is in Britain and Italy that we find mos! commonly the 
hedge, both as a “living fence” as some one has catied it, 
and as a part of the pictorial design in landscape-making. 
They are not so much used in France or Germany, while 
Scotland and Ireland have very gradually included them in 
the landscape fea‘ures. 

Here in America the hedge has grown slowly in popular 
estimation among the farmers, because of its cost, mot so 
much its original cost as in the expense of keeping it in 
proper condition, the so-called waste of land, and then 
comparatively, wire is so much cheaper han are hedges. 

it should be remembered, however, that in Southern 
California, most of our land is too valuable to be treated 
in the same manner as we would ordinary farming prop- 
ery in cther Slates, also the running expense of keeping 


} up a hedge is reduced to a minimum since our hedges 


may be grown from persistent foliaged varieties of plants, 
and from plants that are free from disease, and there is 
not the same expense in keeping in condition that there is 
in colder climates.

water shed of this part of the Stale. In this work are en- 
gaged on Mt. Wilson, I. F. Lukens, in charge, ably assisted 
by C. O. Sparks, under direction of the Chief of the Bureau 
and Mr. Hall of the Department of Forest Extension. It ss 
to give the readers of The Times an account of what these 
men are doing that this article is writen. 

On last Monday morning the editor of this department 
started for Henninger’s Flat, a point three miles from the 
foot of the new rail to Mt. Wilson. After a two hour“ 
climb over one of the safest and most picturesque trails in 
the world, | arrived at the camp of Mr. Lukens, finding 
three or four men busy estabiishing a pine-tree nursery. 
The field consists of five acres cleared by the force from 
a wondrous entanglement of live oak and chaparral, of the 
richest mountain alluvium ome ever saw. in this new 
Clearing stands a lath house 48 by 160 feet in dimensions 
in which are formed 40 seed beds 8 by 24 feet each in 
size and capable of holding 100,000 perfect plants with 
room for transplanting. This giant bed is supplied by wa- 
ter piped from a new reservoir 1700 feet northward and 
with a pressure of 250 feet. The reservoir is fed by a 
tunnel development near the head of Eaton Canon and 
holds 23,000 gallons. In a few months Mr. Lukens wiil 
have an immense number of conifers and other kinds of 
plants, twice transplanted and ready to distribute from the 
Tehunga to the San Jacinio Mountains—plants from one 
to two feet high, fibrous rooted and ready for a propitious 
season to gain a firm hold in their natural soils. This field 
has been inspected by Ohief Forester Pinchot, and the 
chief of the Division of Forest Extension, W. L. Hall, and 
they pronounce the situation ideal and the plans of opera- 
The funds for this work are supplied by 
the Department of Agriculture with the addition of $520 
appropriated by he city of Los Angeles and given to the 
Chamber of Commerce to expend in the manner that 
body thought most likely to conserve the water supplies 
of the city. The Chamber wisely turned it over to N.. 


. Lukens and his associates as representing the only feasible 


scheme—the reforesting of ‘he watershed. | would en- 
gage the Farmers’ Clubs and enterprising irrigators all over 


this end of the State to give this movement their unquaii- 


fied support, for, with the protection of the remaining un- 
bummed areas the reforestation of the draimage area is the 
only hope of perpetuating the south as a fertile produc- 
tive territory. 

In the forest vs. the chaparral the advantage is with the 
former. Pine trees dave been known in one cloudy bul 
rainless time to condense and precipitate one-fourth inch 
of water. The roots of native pines and spruces. have the 
greatest sione-breaking power. Their roots penetra’e 
deeply, forming fissures and percolating spaces in other- 
wise impervious soils of stone. With this scarification sud- 


den run-offs are prevented, erosion minimized and the 


vaileys saved froin the precipitation of loam-covering blan- 
kets of infertile sand and boulders. Thousands of other- 
wise fertile lands in the valleys have been overspread by 
this incubus and ruined forever, due to the destruction of 
the forests by fire. The chaparral, by which is meant the 
brush wood, shows no precipitative powers, its roots do 
not penetrrate the obdurate formations and the plants do 
not enliven the soil deeply enough to check the flow of 
water by absorption. In illustrating the value of a forest 
covering compare the flow of the San Gabriel River with 
the stream in the San Antonio Canon. Two years ago the 
flow of the former, with its watershed of 223 square miles 
reached a minimum of 90 ches. Ninety per cent. of 


‘his area has been bumed over since this country was sel- 


tled. The San Antonio stream to years ago, with is 
twenty-six square miles of watershed, did not fai! below 
190 inches. The formations and elevations are the same, 
but in the latter over one-half of the area has never been 
touched by fire. Think of what a magnificent siream 
should flow fram the San Gabriel Canon were the authori- 
ties to succeed within the next-two decades in restoring 
the forests with a young grow‘h of pines, firs and spruces! 
But there are thousands of irrigators and scores of bot- 
anists who would like to know what species of plans are 
being tried in the 60,000 young trees now ready for re- 
moval from Pasadena to the mountains and the bushels 
of seed now stored at Henninger’s Flat tceady for planting. 
The Knob-cone pine (Pinus attenuata) is being propo- 
gated as the most desirable species for hot slopes, or for 
covering slopes where all trees and seed have been de- 
stroyed. Ks range is from the San Bernardino Mountains 
to the Oregon line, and it is known as the tree thal never 
liberates its seed. Trees 100 years old Sill retain every 
cone the tree has produced during its lifetime. This tree 
is one of the most promising in the list. | 
The big cone pine (Pinus Coulteri) bears the largest fruit 
of any of this great-family.

THE FARM. 
Schurman Defends Cornell. 


ASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—President Schurman today, 

before the Hcuse Committee on Agriculture, replied 
to the recent criticisms of Secretary Wilson regarding thc 
administraiion of the Agricultural College of Cornell Uni- 
versity. im a characteristic analysis of the language of the 
Secretary, he met his attacks, and, with grim satisfaction, 
extracted this pouhd of flesh without spillmg a drop of the 
Secretary's blood. N was generally regarded as a delicate 
and effective bit of word surgery, though President Schur- 
man disclaimed any other intention than correcting the 
record of the committee. 8 

Secretary Wilson criticised Cornell University for ac- 
cepling funds appropriated for the promotion of agricul- 
ture and diverting them to purposes other than that in- 
tended by Congress. in reply, President Schurman ex- 
plained that the university has an income of $34,000, de- 
rived from the sale of land scrip, which is applied in its 
entirety to instruction in agriculture and the mechanic 
arts. Under the Morrill Act of 1880, Cornell receives B.- 
000 a year from the government, to be used for the same 
purposes. Under the Hatch law, the university receives 
$13,500 annually, which is used exclusively for experimental 
stations. 

President Schurman said that Secretary Wilson's siate- 
ment (o the effect that Cornell received most of its money 
from a Federal grant was frequently accepted as true in 
‘New York State, and he desired to correct that impres- 
sion. 
in reference to the charge of the Secretary that Cornell 
was non-progressive, President Schuman maintained that 
the faculty now numbered 391, a larger number than the 
entire student body twenty years ago. He said there were 
now 276 students in the College of Agriculture, and in ad- 
dition Cornell is furnishing free to thousands in New York 
State educational facilities thrcugh correspondence. Al- 
together, the institution is giving instruction to upward of 
44,000 persons in New York. He briefly referred to the 
establishment of the experiment station at Geneva four 
years before the organization of a similar enterprise at 
Cornell, and wondered H from those dates Secretary Wil- 
son drew his deduction that the Geneva station was exab- 
lished because of disgust at the operation of the one al 

The secretary comended that after “hearing from the 

here” Cornell had established its Agricuitural Co!- 
lege. President Schurman explained that there had been 
an agricultural college at Cornell ever since the university 
was founded—{New York Tribune.

More eggs are eaten in he Uniled States every year 
than in any other country in the world: lowa is the ban- 
ner State in the matter of production, furnishing 99,000,000 
dozens, worth over $10,000,000 in 1900. Ohio came sec- 
ond, as to amount, with 91,000,000 dozens, and al- 
though this quantity was smaller than the egg prod- 
uct of lowa,- M was worth more, having a total value 
of $10,299,000. Colorado does not produce a sufficient | 
amount to supply the home demand. The majority of 
fowls of this country are found im small numbers on large 
farms, where they gather subsistence and receive laue

“The establishment of branch banks in Los Angeles by 
some San Francisco banks has much significance. The 
meaning of tt is that banking houses in the northem por- 
tion of the State view ‘he cominued growth of this city 
as good grounds for extension of their operztions. That 
they do so regard it is the evidence of good business 
judgment. 
On Tuesday of this week the Sate Board of Bank 
Commissioners, at a meeting in San Francisco, issued li- 
censes for four mew banks to do business in Los Angeles: 
The Federal Bank, Fidelity Savings Bamk, Co-Operative 
Savings Bank and the Union Bank. The Union Bank is 
not a gen bank. it already exists in San Francisco. In ad- 
dition to those mentioned, is stated that the American 
_ Home Savings Bank of San Francisco, and he Manhat- 
tan Savings Bank of the same city. intend changing ther 
places of business from San Francisco to Los Angeles. 
Mention is also made of the Suter Savings Bank of Sac- 
ramento, changing from that city to this one. 

“Los Angeles is already fairly well supplied with con 
mercial banks and savings banks, having some twenty in 
all. Vim the new comes coming from the north, | this 
city will have a greater number of banks proportionale 
to population than any other city in the United Sta‘es.” 

More San Diego Gems. 


AN DIEGO promises before long to become famous 
as a producer of rare gems. The following from the 
San Diego Union relates to further discoveries of this 
kind: 
“Report comes from Oceanside of another tourmaline- 
mine tind in which tourmalnes, topaz, kunaite, rock crys- 
tals and some indications of moss agate are to be found, 
though to what cxtent remains to be seen. The discov- 
ery is said to have been made by Tom Freeman and Joc 
Meyers of Oceanside, in Moosa Canon, near Moosa Falls. 
it is techmicaily in section 26 of township 10 south, range 
3 east, and as far as the surface indications go it is just 
as rich im crystals of the semi-precious variety as any of 
the rich mines uncovered at Pala or Mesa Grande. 
“Some of the specimens of crystals brought in to Ocean- 
side by the two discoverers of the property, are consid- 
ered very fine, and such as give promise to something 
on the claims worth going after. The discoverers claim 
that they have foumd tourmalines in several shades, and 
kunzite of light shade, besides rock crystals of large size 
and smoky topaz, without stint. What they will do with

Canaigre. 
HE following article recently — in a New Mex- 
ico paper: 

“Agricultural 0 predict that one of the great fu- 
ture industries in many paris of America will be the cul- 
tivation of canaigre, a plant whose roots contain more 
mem 30 per cent. anic acid, which is more than twice 
the quantity of tannin comained im the bark of oak and 
hemlock. 

“Camaigre can be grown with great success on arid 


lands. The significant fact in the development of canai- 


gre is that it makes its growth in the winter. Long before 
the annual drou'h in the extreme arid regions sets in, 
the roots of this plant have ma‘ured. It is authoritatively 
announced that in States to which it is adapted, canaigre 
farming will meet the most sanguine ewecta lons of all 
who embark in he enterprise. A crop may be counted 
upon absolulely every year. A yield under proper culti- 
vation is said to be from ten to Wen y tons of marketable 
roots to the acre. 

“Camaigre has a high commercial value. To secure 
tan bark in former years great forests have been de- 
stroyed. Under careful experiments canafgre roots are 
found io be not only richer in tara than oak and hem- 
lock bark, as stated, and of sumac, pine, elm, horse-ches'- 
nut; veloina, kino, divi-divi, plum and pear, but also more 
valuable in quality. 

“Thus far it has been demonstrated that canaigre will 
thrive in the Rio Grande Valley, on the Mimbres River, 
in the vicinity of Albuquerque, 
Arizona, and im portions-of Texas and Califomia. 


It can be grown 
either from seeds or roots. It is nol attacked by any 
species of imsect. Experimenting scientists recommend 
Ccamaigre cultivaticn on an extensive scale, asserting that 
no other field crop will yield so large a financial return.“ 
Canaigre has no’, so far, proved a success as a coin- 
mercial crop in California. Several years ago a company 
dropped a large amount of money in an effort tom 1 
big canaigre raach at Rialto, near San Bernardino, and 
a similar ende in Arizona also resulted in failure.

Cheap fuel has made many indus- 
tries possible. Among the recent faciories that have 
been inaugurated here is that of the Sunbright’s Califor- 
nia Food Company at 822 East Third street. This food 
is made principally of California barley, which, with 
other grain, is ground and then pu! through a process 
which partially dex'ranizes the starch in the grain. This, 
it is claimed, makes the food itself easy of digestion, 
and also makes it a perfect modifier of cow's milk. 

In the canning and labeling department at the fac:ory 
over twenty young women have been employed for 
months. They are required to wear white sterilized gowns 
and caps, and take all the precautions that a nurse ob- 
serves when assisting in surgery. la Los Angeles the Sun- 
brigh.’s Company have a nurse who will go any place 
where there is a sick baby, or a baby that is not thriv- 
ing. and show the mother how to prepare this food.

Gisappeared, and the little refuse remaming rejected, as 
not being fit to be swallowed. Hotace Fletcher. who has 
made a study of dicte’ics, and is the leading proponent! 
of this idea, has wriiten a little book entitied “Wha! 
Sense?” from which the folowing is one of the conciud- 
ing Chiapters. ft should be remembered, however, that 
à certain amoun of coarse waste matter, such as is found 
in grain and vegetables and fruits, is necessary 
to promote the proper action of the bowels. We all 
know how liable persons become to constipa ion who live 
largely on Concer’tated food, in which there is litte or 
no waste, such as crackers and cheese. Otherwise, there 
is much sound scnse Mr. Fle’cher's- arguments:

In he article, “Perfect Feeding of the Human Body,” 
in the February World's Work, Isaac F. Martcosson pre- 
‘sents the experience of Mr. Fletcher, who has lived for 
five years on one-third the quantity of food eaten by a 
healthy working mam. At the age of fifty-four and after 
mis economic diet, he can ride one hundred mies ae 
day on his bicycle without fatigue. He began his experi- 
men's with foods five years ago, when he was refused life 
insurance om accourt of stomach trouble. He eas only 


what his appetite craves, and he chews his 
food thoroughly. He averages mirty- 
two chews to every mouthful of food. He 
frequently eats candy as a substitue for breakfast, 


a very unhygienic practice, by the way. A sample meal 
consists of baked brown potatoes and coffee, which was 
four-fifths milk without trimming. Mr. Fletcher took, at 
the Yale gymnasium, the exercises prescribed for the Var- 
sity crew. He suffered no muscular fatigue. At Yale he 
lived on two meals a day. His food was cereals, milk and 
maple sugar, and never exceeded twelve ounces a day. 
For himself he has Soived the problem of economic nu- 
trition. 

Mr. Fletcher’s experiments with food are said to have 
proved these things for him: 

(1) He can live on onehird the amount of food 
usually calen and be healthy and vigorous. 

(2) Only five hours’ sleep are necessary. 

(3) When food is thoroughly chewed the waste of di- 
gestion is reduced nine-tenths. °

(5) Since an important part of digestion Is dene in the

Ar. Fletcher is me author of several books. A copy has 
been received of his latest work, “A. B. C. of Our Own 
Nutrition,” which will be reviewed within the next few 
wecks. 


Sewage Disposal. 
HE subject of the proper gos of sewage and offai 
is an exceedingly impoxant one. In some re:pects no- 

madic tribes of savages are more fortunate than civilized 

people, because they do not stay long enough in one 
place to suffer from the refuse which they sca‘ter around, 
whereas in cities and towns the ground gradually becomes 
impregnated with filth and animal refuse, especially where 
there are no sewers. Much of the iil heaith of city resi- 
dents is due o this fact. The most natural method of dis- 
posing of animal refuse is undoubtedly to return it to the 
earth, the great natural deodorizer, but this is scarcely 
possible, on a large scale, wihin a limited area. An in- 
quiry was recently addressed to Jam F. Krempel. me 

“architect, asking him the best methods of treating sewage, 

where there are no sewers. in reply, he writes: 

“Where there is no mam drainage, cesspools are largeiy 
used, but they give much trouble, and are a consiaa! 
source of danger. They should be ventilated by a sep3- 
rate vent pipe of sufficient dimensions, running from the 
cesspool to the rear end of the house, and then up to the 
highest point of the same. The fecal matters, ‘1 order 
to be deodorized as much as possible, should at frequent 
meals be treated with liberal quamiiies of chloride of 
lune. 

“The dry earh closet system is at once the most an- 
cient and natural method of sewage disposal. By the ox- 
idizing action of the air, in conjunction with the organ- 
isms found im the soil, the organic matters are complete 
deodorized, and broken up, so as to form mumerous in- 
organic compounds, which are valuable for the support 
of plant life.. For country houses and small villages, the 
dry earth system may be adopted wih excellent results n 


tion be given to the systematic collection and disposal of 
the refuse. The fecal matters are colleced im be earth 
pail, he contents being removed and dug into the ground 
day by day. 

“The kitchen and chamber siops should be removed to 
2 convenient’ distance from the house by underground 
pipes, and distributed over properly constructed filtration 
channels, or otherwise utilized in the garden. Coal asa 
refuse, mixed with dry earth, can be used in connection 
with earth closes as a deodomzing agent. n addition to 
dry earth, other materiais such as lime, peat and char- 
coal are sometimes used.”

As TOLD BY THE MONKS IN THE 
VALLEY OF GIN. 


i . By a Special Contributor. 
ALESTINE, the land of Mohammedans, neglected 
P by civilization and ignored by commerce, where 
Europeans only pass through on a speedy tour, with 
ö no desire to remain, is, no withstanding. filled with char- 
_ Hable institutions, churches and convenis, belonging to 
| innumerable different sects. in behalf of the church 
and to propagate ther creeds, men have willingly given 
| up all that Eurape and civilization offered them, and 
| have gone on crusades and pilgrimages o guard their sa- 
cred places from the hands of the infidel. 
Thus it comes about that most of the Europeans in 
the Holy Land are found within religious institutions, prin- 
Cipally in converts and monasteries. in all villages of 
any importance there 4s a Obristian§ church and d con- 
vent; sometimes there are two, belonging to different 
sects; indeed, it is mot unusual to find a large church 
buik over some great tradilional site, and numerous chap- 
els within, each representing a different Christian sect. 
1 The Greek and the Lain churches are generally found 
_ Side by side—too often, alas! as rivals, each claiming mat 
theirs is the true site. That is to say, that their convent 
or church has been built over a spot which gave evidence 
being the real Me of the biblical event, while per- 
the other sect has located it elsewhere. 
Some of the traditions told by these credulous monks 


are very strange, and the enthusiastic way in which they’ 


uy to prove them by showing wonderful marks on rocks 
"and on strangely-shaped trees is certainly very amusing. 
| Among the mos important and in.eresting convents 
in Palestine is the Convent of the Cross. This is one of the 
‘most valued possessions of the Greek Church. The story 
which is woven around this spot is very peculiar, linking 
‘together, as it does, biblical characters of all ages, in a 
strange legend which supposes them all to have had some- 
thing to do with the tree which was planted in Abraham's 
day and finally became the cross of Christ. 
i) The convent presents a very medieval appearance, 
deing a large, gloomy, square building of stone. It is sit- 
‘uated in the valley of Gihon, on the southwest of Jeru- 
salem. The sidchill path, leaving he main road from Je- 
maten to Jaffa and leading down to this valley, is very 
— and Sony. in springtime it is covered with bright 
flowers, which peep oul under and around large rocks 
and stones. The convent is built low down in the valley, 
‘which abounds in large olive trees. All around are tive 
bare, stony hills which close the little vale. Rugged paths 
fead down to the monastery, which stands absolutely 
alone, distant from every village. 
The chapel bell, ringing for mahns and vespers, te- 
echoing over these hills, is heard only by the devout with- 
the convent and perhaps by some stray peasant tread- 
his way over the hills to Jerusalem, or a shepherd 
boy cheerfully playing his flute as he leads his sheep 
Home. The convent was esablished by the Greek Palri- 
arch of Jerusalem to form a boarding school for youths 
wishing to be trained for the priesthood. Some of the 
{students are natives of Palestine, and others come from 
‘Greece. They all speak modem Greek. Fifty youths are 
' admitted at once. There are ten professors, who instruc! 
mem in all branches of education as weil as in theology. 
it is a seven years’ course. The youths live very plainly, 
their board being of the simplest. Interested visitors are 
’ courteously shown around, and many visit the large refec- 
,tory at supper time. Regular exercise ts prescribed for 
tho studemts, and they have no lack of fun at the righ! 
“time. The costume of the inmates is the same tong, 
full, biack coat, with girdie, and (all. square, black hat 
‘which the priests wear. It is amusing to walk “hrough 
the valley at their evening hour of recreation, before the 
church bell calls for the evening service. The youths pre- 
sent am odd and girlish appearance, with their flowing 
black robes tucked up under their girdles so that they 
may run without hindrance, and their tong, dark hair 
coming out from under their tail, square hats, and fall- 
‘fing in wavy locks over their shoulders. 
+ In olden times an fmieresting custom was observed in 
this convert. The father guardian, on welcoming weary 
pilgrims who were passing through this valley, invited 
them to come im and rest, and with great devotion and 
_ humility, removing tr dusty sandals washed heir tired 
feet. As he perf d the ceremony the other monks 
Stood around and sang hymns. Then the priests came in 
‘procession and kissed the feet of the pilgrims. 
The chapel hin the convent is not large, but it is 
‘fichly decorated, as usual in Greek churches. At the east 
ern end of the chape! are some steps, above which is 
a high screen of carved wood and gilt inclosing a small! 
chancel, where mass is celebrated. A stain across the 
altar marks the blood sed at the Persian massacre un- 
der Chrosoes. The pavement is of mosaic, laid in elab- 
orate patterns made of innumerable stones.. On each 
side of the aisles are large columms decorated with fres- 
coes of saints in quaint attire and of peculiar perspec- 
_ tive. The service is in Greek. The music is all vocal, 
as the Greek Ohurch never employs instruments for wor- 
ship. The priests’ voices are well trained, and their part- 
songs are beautifully harmonious. No seats are provided 
in the Greek Church; the worshipers must either stand 
or knee! on the marble floor. 

A passage behind the altar ieads to steps cut out in the 
rocks which descend into a cave. Here is a hole in the 
ground rimmed im silver and filled with red earth. This 

indicates the spot where ‘the “accursed tree” grew. The 
monks bow down before it with lighted tapers, and touch- 
ing the earth with their fingers, they kiss it reverently. 
A large creyice in the rock above marks the place where 
the tree extended and pushed out its roots.

saints with pearls and diamonds attached to their clothing. 
AH heads are enaircied by glittering Wer crowns. Here 
is the large picture iNustrating the curious Greek story 
of the cross. 

On one side a tree is growing, green and fair. An old 
man with long white beard represents Abraham. Beside 
him a younger man is ng an ass laden with paniers 
bearing pitchers of water for the tree. One of the pitch- 
ers is overturned and the water is running oul and flowing 
down upon the rocks. King Solomon stands by, pre- 
pared to cut down the tree so as to use it as a bridge, 
The Queen of Sheba is beside him in all her queenly 
grandeur. Then on another side is depicted the Yast use 
made of that tree—The Cross of Christ. The monks of the 
convent tell imterested visitors the meaning of the pic- 
ture, which is the legend of the cross, 

They claim that Adam and Eve settled, after their ban- 


ishment from Eden, in this valley, which was then cov- 


ered with beautiful white flowers. The story goes on to 
tell how Abraham and Lot, many years later, visited the 
spol, and Lot was commanded by an angel to plant a 
young tree in the valley. He did so, and brought water 
with which to refresh it all the way from the River Jor- 
dan. 

Stil seven hundred years later, King Solomon came 
here when contemplating the erection of his beautiful 
Temple in Jerusalem. He ordered his workmen to cut 
down “he best trees in the neighborhood. Then men, on 
coming to Lot's tree, hesitated. It was so beautiful they 
regretied having to cut it down. But they obeyédd the 
King’s command, and as they did so an exquisite odor 
like incense filled the air. As Solomon would have .no 


noise in the Temple, all sawing and hewing had to be 


done elsewhere, and this tree was prepared in the valley 
itself. But the beams they brought up to the Temple. 
were never of the right dimensions. There seemed to 
be a fatality about them, and the workmen angrily ca 
the beams aside, exclaiming “What an accursed tree!” 
The timber lay unnokced for 1100 years, when 
it was found and used for the crucifixion. Afier the cru- 
cifixion, no one Knew what had become of the cross of 
Christ til Queen Helena, in 335, came to the Holy Land 
in search of it. She had a vision in which she saw the 
place where the cross was buried. She set men to dig 
for it, and they found it in the very spot of her dream. 
She immediately had a beautiful cathedral built over the 
site, and it stands there to this day, an interesting goal for 
Christian pilgrims—the Church of oe Holy W in 
Jerusalem. 

To prove the veracity of the 0 cross, N was 
asserted that pieces of the wood, when worn, acted as 
charms for incurable diseases. To this day it is believed 
by many that chips of this cross are veritabie talismen. 
This is the story the monks tell, and we might add that 
if all these pieces of the cross were put together, they 
of the original.

A NEW SUBSTANCE. 

From Vienna comes news of a radio-active n of 
increased intensity, which Prof. Marckwald has recentiy iso- 
lated from Joachimsthal pitchblende, and to which he 
has given the name of radio-tellurium. This body pos- 
sesses intense radio-activity, and especially great power in 
ionizing the air in s immediate vicinity, and in discharg- 


ing Leyden jars without sparking. These effects were ob- 


tained from a few hundred:hs of a milligram of the new 
substance which in its most active form is not self-lumi- 
nous. It is obtained with quite as much trouble as radium, 
and Prof. Marckwald was forced to work over two tons 


of pichblende in order to obtain less than four miili- | 


grams of. the substance. The active matter is obtained 
finally, deposited on a plate of bismuth or copper, which 
has been immefsed in the solution for a number of days. 
While this deposit is composed almost entirely of ordinary 
tellurium, neverthcless N cartes down with it the miaute 
traces of the substance to which is due the radio-activity 
and which can be separated by precipitating the tellurium. 
The new substance possesses certain properties in com- 
mon with. polonium, and Madame Curie, the discoverer 
of the latter, has pfotesied against a new name being 
given to it. 
Chief of these points of agreement, is the fact Mat it 
emits only the A-rays which do n°! penetrate, but it dif- 
fers from polonium in that its activity does not diminish 
to about one-half in the course of a year, but remains 
constant —{Harper’s Weekly. 


THE OBSERVANCE OF LENT. 

The Parsees had five set fasts im the year. Confucian- | 
ism provided for one great fast and several minor ones. 
The Brahmans confined the severe fasts to their own caste, 
requising only mimor observances of the laily. The Jews 
were commanded to “afflict their souls” on the tenth day 
of the seventh month, while the priest made an atone- 
mem for the sins of the Children of Israel. The com- 
mand, as is usual with the Jews, was definfle and obliga- 
tory, and was followed by a tireat, “Whatsever soul shall 
not be afflicted in that same day, he shall be cut off from 
among his people.“ 

The definite observance of Lemt as a season for fast- 
ing and penance in the early church was not fixed until 
after Tertullian, and its tagdency from that time on to the 
ume of the Refomnation was to grow constantly more 
rigid and strict.

ONE THAT WAS FOUND IN THE SOUTHERN CAL-

In a narrow cafion not far from my home in the Or- 
ange-county foothills, an old sycamore stub raises its 
naked length a good thirty feet in air, protected from wan- 
ton winds by circumscribing ridges and grasping the allu- 
vial soil of me canon bottom with its great roots firmly. 
On the eastward side, next the well-wooded hillside, a 
tangled creeper hugs the old tree, and in summer clothes 
it with a cloak of brightest crimson: to the west, where 
the little streamlet flows, a thick young growth of syca- 
more shoots from the parent tree itself bids fair to soon 


Obscure the barren stub. 


But in and beneath and around this tree are some of 
the most interesting homes you ever saw, for the whole 
trunk, as well as some of the space beneath the over- 
arching roofs, has been preémpted as an apartment-house 
by the kindred of the wildwood roundabout.

Our bird is nol a sweet 
singer, as is the Easterner, and does not get here from the 
south until nearly he middie of April, when both old birds 
go to nesbuilding at once. The passer-by who climbs up 
lo the nest in the creeper, about the middle of May, will 
be rewarded with much scolding, and a glimpse of four

Be- 
cause of this, some of the court officials and smaller dig- 
nitaries became vexed when he did nol leave his paint- 
ing o show them honor. The Pope himself had no such 
feeling; for once, when he had come upon the artist in 
his work of frescoing the chapel, he graciously told him 
to replace his cap upon his head, and for the future not 
to remove it before him. But from the others there was 
malicious fault-finding, and at last they med to withhold 
a part of the money that was justly due him. 

So, tired of their unkind and spiteful actions, he left 
Rome and went back to his native city of Bologna. 

At first he said that he should paint no more, and gave 
himself up to arranging famous pictures and staluary that 
he had brought with him. But such a master could no! 
long lay aside his brush, and It was at this time tha! he 
painted a picture that has been copied hundreds of times, 
and isa favorite subject of study. It is called “The Mas- 
sacre of the Innocents.” was taken to Paris by Napo- 
leon’s marshals, but is now preserved n a gallery of Bo- 
logna.
